Report Endorsed 


The Memorial Town Hall was en- 
dorsed Wednesday evening at an open 
meeting of the Weymouth Board of 
Trade which waa held In the Clapp 
Memorial Building and waa more larg- 
ely attended than usual. By asocial 
invitation the members of the town 
committee, the architect, the Select- 
men and others were present. 

Frederick Humphrey, the president 
of the Board of Trade waa In the 
chair, and told of the objects of the 
meeting, to aeek light relative to the 
proposed Town Hall. 

Bradford Hawes, the secretary of 


the committee on the new memorial, 
was then Introduced, and read the re- 
port which will appear in print In the 
forth-coming Town Report, which is 
printed in full below: 

Report of the committee appointed 
by the Town to consider the erection 
of a Memorial Town Hall in honor of 
those men who have gone from this 
Town to serve in the military or naval 
forces of the United Stntes in the sev- 
eral wars in which the Nation has been 
engaged.

3. 1919, this committee was appointed 
for the above purpose and was author- 
ized to have plans prepared for such 
n building as the result of its deliber- 
ations determined to be suitable for 
the purpose named. George L. Barnes 
was chosen chairman and Bradford 
Hawes secretary of the committee. 

The committee was unanimously of 
the opinion that the time was ripe for 
an undertaking of this nature. About 
eight hundred of the young men of the 
town Rerved in the army and navy of 
the United States in the war of 1861 to 
1865 which resulted In the preservation 
of the Union. Several men from our 
town served the country in the Span- 
ish war of 1898. About seven hundred 
and fifty were In the military, naval 
and aerial forces of our country in the 
late European war. 

They entered the service well know- 
; ing that they might be called upon to 
muke the supreme sacrifice for the 
welfare of our country and for the good 
of humanity throughout the civilized 
world. 

What more fitting tribute to their 
devotion can we erect than a noble 
structure through the .portals of which 
every person when he passes must be 
reminded of the serevice of those who, 
on land and sea and in the air. have 
straggled — many of them even unto 
death — for the makiing of a better 
world and, we trust, for a still more 
glorious future for the land we love. 

On May 27, 1913, our Town Hall was 
destroyed by fire. Since that time we 
have been without any suitable place 
In which to hold our town meetings. 
Our accomodations for the office work 
of the several departments are fast 
becoming inadequate. This committee 
.feels that it is little short of a disgrace 
that one of the oldest towns of the 
Commonwealth, now with a population 
of more than fourteen thousand and a 
valuation of $13,600,000, and within 
six miles of the metropolis of New 
Englnnd, should longer content itself 
without a municipal building suitable 
for its needs. In view of the above 
facts the committee was unanimously 
of the opinion that the time had ar- 
rived when such a building should be 
ejected and that the memorial feature 
should he made prominent. We early 
in our deliberations found that the as- 
sistance of an architect was desirable, 
if not indispensable. 

The services of Harold F. Kellog 
of Brookline were secured in an ad- 
visory capacity and for perfecting 
plans, and he entered with enthusiasm 
into the work. 

We have had joint meetings with 
the members of t lie Planning Board 
and are assured of their hearty 'co- 
operation without reservation, except 
' that the building shall be of generous 
proportions and becoming dignity, and 
i that the ground shall be of ampleareu. 
1 We also have had hearingsto which 
the several patriotic organizations of 
tiie town and the various town officers 


were Invited and at whichwe received 
numerous valuable suggestions. 

We submit the accompanying plans, 
prepared by Mr. Kellog for the con- 
sideration of the town's people. Those 
plans are subject to minor changes in 
arrangement and designation of the 
rooms. A brief Rescript Ion of the plans 
Is as follows: 

The building should be placed In a 
commanding position with a fore-court 
or Court of Horior, In which war relics 
may be set up. This approach should 
be used In connection with the Mem- 
orial Hall In the building, as the whole 
building Is In Itself a memorial. Ample 
steps do more towards Increasing the 
monumental effect of the building than 
probably any other landscape feature. 

From this fore-court , we enter, 
through the vestibule, the Memorial 
Hall itself. The character of this room 
should typify the character ofthe whole 
L'uilding. It has on each side a colon- 
nade, and at either end a monumental 
staircase to the Veterans Association 
Hall directly above. The walls of this 
hall will be trented In a monumental 
way, leaving adequate surface for 
bronze tablets and wall paintings, 
which may be added from time to time. 

The main Assembly Hall, where the 
town meetings will be held, is directly 
back of the Memorial Hall and is en- 
tered by three doors. It has also four 
means of egress in addition. This hall 
will seat 1100 on the floor, and has on 
the front portion of it a balcony seat- 
ing 400 more. It is the opinion of 
this Committee that this hall will take 
care of the voters of the town for many 
years to come. At the furthest end of 
the hall is a stage with dressing rooms 
on each side. 

Grouped around the Memorial Hall 
are the town aBces. Thus the signifi- 
cance of this Rail will h" - prediated 
by ovo»— - , building.

Substantial Sum I* to be Kept in Reserve in Case of 
Sudden Disaster 


PROLONGING LIFE OF TREES 


Out of a fund of $30,000,000 available for its work this year, the 
American Kcd Cross has set aside $15,000,000 for European relief, $13,- 
750,000 for use at home and $1,250,000 for completing its program in 
Siberia. 

In making public plans for carrying forward pcaco time activities, 
Dr. Farrand, head of the organization, declared that a considerable reserve 
must be held for emergency calls “incident to such possible events os the 
opening of Russia to intercourse with the United Stott's.’' This deter- 
mination, Dr. Farrand said, was reached after long ar.d full consideration 
with government representatives in this country and Europe. 

With appeals infinitely beyond its resources, and unable to count on 
additions to its total fund during the year, the executive committee, Dr. 
Farrand said, found it “both wise and necessary to consider the application 
of its funds so that the soundest possible sense of proportion might prevail." 

All obligations to soldiers, sailors and their families must bo provided 
for, Dr. Farrand reported, while the Red Cross must be ready at the same 
time to meet relief demands due to disasters. 

“We arc pledged," he added, “to the establishment of a peace-time pro- 
gram in America for which $13,750,Q00 will be made available. In con- 
sidering this item it must be kept clearly in mind that while expenditures 
in this country arising directly out of the war remain high they should 
rapidly diminish, and while our work for establishment of peace-time 
undertakings will increase in some measure, this increase will be incon- 
siderable as compared with the reduction of war items.” 


Filling Cavities With Cement End* 
the Spread of Decay, and Is 
a Simple Operation. 


Filling the cavities of trees with 
ceil lent to prolong their lives Is being 
commonly and successfully practiced. 
It Is tint only worth while In preserv- 
ing fruit trees, hut Is also the means 
of saving valuable shade trees. Trees 
with cavities several Inches deep aro 
often cut down when, by using a llttlo 
cement and sand, they could ho kept 
alive fur ten nr tlfteon years longer. 

Of course, the cavities are small at 
hrst, hut continue to get larger. They 
favor decay, weakening the tree. 

With a knife or n chisel remove all 
of the decayed wood. Trim the edges 
of the wound smoothly with a sharp 
knife. Then a coat of paint or shellac 
should he given the outer edge of tho 
wound. Successful growers recommend 
the use of creosote and coal tar to 
disinfect the Inside of the cavity after 
It has been thoroughly cleaned out. 
This may he applied with a brush. 

The cement may then ho put In Im- 
mediately. A good mixture may ho 
made of one part cement to two parts 
of clean sand. 

After the cement and sand hnvo 
been stirred a few minutes add enough 
water to make the mixture Into a 
thick paste. Begin filling the cavity

tlielr arguments that we should not 
pass Judgment on bolshevism until wo 
know more about It and see more of 
Its results.

Prospects of agreement In the sen- 
ate on the peace treaty dwindled still 
further last week. The bipartisan Com- 
mittee, unofficial, was looked to by tho 
more hopeful for a solution of the 
tangle, but the chances were not good. 
Article ten and the Monroe doctrine 
clause were the slicking points. Sen- 
ator Hitchcock, peeved by the contin- 
ued delay, threatened to take the 
whole matter before the senate In open 
session, but later said he would not 
do that tint II all hope of settlement 
by private negotiation had failed. Oth- 
er senators said nothing would ho 
gained by throwing tho treaty back 
Into tho senate In the near future.

Tho first percussion lock for fire- 
arms was Invented and patented In 
1807 by the Rev. Alexander J. For- 
syth, a Scottish clergyman, who was 
horn Dec. 28, 1708. Firearms were first 
made In Italy In the fourteenth cen- 
tury, and were employed In war by the 
Rurgundlans at Arras In 1414. These 
first small arms were really small can- 
non, and were borne by two men. In 
1471 Edward IV. had 300 Flemings 
armed with hand guns in his army, and 
a little, later the Swiss armed 10,000 
men with arquebuses. The musket was 
employed In the army of Emperor 
Charles V. enrly In the sixteenth cen- 
tury. These rude firearms were at first 
discharged by the application of a 
flaming torch. About 1517 the wheel- 
lock method came Into use, and after- 
ward the flint was list'd, from 1002 un- 
til the Scottish clergyman Invented the 
percussion principle of Igniting gun- 
powder In muskets, by means of det- 
onnting powder. The flint-lock guns 
were used by nil the European armies 
during the enrly period of the Napo- 
leonic wnrs, and only a few guns em- 
bodying Forsythe’s Invention were In 
use a century ago.

Although the German government, 
as such, is ostensibly doing all it can 
to carry out the terms of the treaty, 
many of the individual members of It 
are openly in sympathy with Ihe gen- 
eral sentiment throughout tho country 
against the surrender of officers and 
others for trial by the allies on 
charges growing out of their misdeeds 
during the war. Great mass meetings 
to protest against such action are be- 
ing held In Berlin, and while the gov- 
ernment does not officially countenance 
them, It does not prevent them and 
various high officials have declared 
thnt they will not tuke part In the sur- 
render of the accused. The Ebert 
government has sent n note to the 
allies urging them to abandon their 
demands in this matter on the ground 
thnt execution of article 228 of the 
treaty would certainly cause political 
and economic troubles In Germnny 
that would seriously hamper pro- 
duction. It suggests that the trials 
of the accused persons he held In 
Germnny with the participation of al- 
lied representatives. 

What will he done In tho matter of 
Holland’s refusal to extradite the for- 
mer kaiser Is not settled. The Juristic 
experts at the supreme council took 
up the study of the case anew and It 
Is believed the council dispatched an- 
other note to the Dutch last week. 

Probably connected with the agita- 
tion against the extradition of offi- 
cers and soldiers was the attempt on 
the life of Mathias Erzherger, German 
minister of finance, who signed the 
armistice terms. He was seriously 
wounded by n student. The Incident 
was succeeded by rumors of a coming 
monarchist uprising and Minister of 
Defense Noske filled t lie strategic po- 
sitions In Berlin with troops. The re- 
volt fulled to materialize.

Russia — including Siberia — for the 
Russians, to do with ns they please 
and govern as they please, Is the slo- 
gan thnt seems likely to win In the 
vast realm that the czars once ruled. 
And though Just now tho holshevlkt 
are the controlling faction In almost 
nil of European Russia, and In much 
of Siberia, they nre discarding much 
of their *‘bolshevlklness” and other 
factions are coming around to tho be- 
lief thnt. If they cense fighting, the 
most radical lenders will speedily lose 
tlielr power and the country will set- 
lie down under n liberal government 
nnd will be able to make pence with 
the rest of the world. In southern 
Europe the Don Cossacks nre still 
holding out. though with waning 
chances of success. In Siberia, when 
the Czech forces have departed, the 
liberal Russians will find themselves 
opposed only by the reactionaries who 
have the support of Japan. The latest 
cables from Vladivostok tell of an 
abortive revolution there by soldiers 
who feared they were to he disarmed 
h.v the Jupnneso troops, nnd therefore 
started an uprising ngnlnst the lib- 
erals who had planned to take over 
the government peacefully. The reb- 
els were taken prisoner by General 
Ror.anofTs student officers, after 
which Rozanoff proclaimed amnesty 
for all political prisoners and let the 
peasant prisoners go home with their 
arms. The Siberians, It Is said, be- 
lieve that tlielr country will Join hands 
with the Moscow soviet government 
ns soon ns the Japanese have left, and 
that bolshevism will then rapidly dis- 
appear. How soon the Japanese troops 
will depart Is not known. The Ameri- 
can evacuation Is already under way.

Contlngs of equal moisture resist- 
ance should be applied to all surfaces 
of a wood product which would give 
dissatisfaction If It were to warp In 
service. Tests at the forest product* 
laboratory, Madison, WIs., have shown 
that even when wood Is properly kiln 
dried, no routing entirely prevents 
It from picking up or giving olf mois- 
ture and. consequently, from swelling, 
and shrinking under the Influence of 
varying atmospheric conditions. 

Vurnlsh, shelluc, nnd other mois- 
ture-resistant finishes merely decrease 
the rate at which (he moisture changes 
In wood occur. The Higher the grade 
and the more coats applied, the slower 
will he the moisture manges. 

Unequul coatings on opposite sur- 
faces of wooden articles cause un- 
equul rates of change in moisture cpn- 
tent and hence uuequul shrinkage on 
the two sides of the piece. The re- 
sult Is that the wood tends to cup or 
twist out of shape.

A small flock of hens can he kept 
with profit by many city dwellers who 
have a back yard. Even us few as 
eight or ten hens should produce eggs 
euough, when used economically, for 
a family of four or five persons 
throughout the year, except the molt- 
ing period of the full und early winter. 

Householders usually desire not 
only eggs for the table and for cook- 
ing, but ulso uu occasional chicken to 
eat. For this reason one of the gen- 
eral-purpyse breeds, such as Plymouth 
Rock, Wyandotte, Rhode Island lted, 
or Orpington, Is preferable to tbe 
smaller egg breeds, such as the Leg- 
horns. Not only do tbe muture fowls 
of these breeds, because of their large 
size, make better table fowls than tbe 
I/egliorns. but tbe young chickens for 
the same reason make better fryers 
arid roasters, whereus chickens of the 
egg breeds are suitable only for the 
smaller broilers. 

The geuerul-purpose breeds are also 
“broody" breeds, the hens making 
good sitters and mothers, which Is a 
decided advantage when It Is desired 
to hatch and ral*» chickens, since the 
bens of the egg breeds seldom go 
broody and are In any event rather 
unreliable sitters and mothers. If, 
however, the production of eggs out- 
weighs the desire for an occasional 
table fowl, the lighter egg breeds un- 
doubtedly will be found better, be- 
cause they lay as many eggs and do 
ao on less feed, with the result that 
they produce the eggs more cheaply. 
It la by all meant advisable to keep 
some pure breed or variety. Where 
this la done, sales at a profitable fig- 
ure can often tie made of breeding 
stock intended for market, or of eggs 
for hatching. 


Delayed dispatches from South Rus- 
eln say the Cossack federation which 
met In Kkaterlnodar decided that they 
would continue to fight the bolshevik! 
unless their independence were rec- 
ognized. They wanted Denlklne to 
remain as their commander in chief 
with the understanding that he should 
have no volee in civil atfulrs. This 
proposition he probably rejected, as 
later dlsimtches said he and his staff 
bad taken refuge ou a British vessel 
at Constantinople. Meanwhile the bol- 
shevik 1 moving westward from the 
Caspian were threatening the Cossacks 
In the flHnk and rear. 

Admiral Kolchak, It develops, sur- 
rendered to the Siberian revolution- 
ists on the advice of General Janln, 
the Czech commander. In order to 
avert a fight In which the Czechs 
might have been annihilated. Kol- 
chak Is to be tried by court-martial. 
Russian officers under SemenofFs com- 
mand are so enraged against the 
<^zechs that they have formed a league 
whose slogan Is “Have Janln's blood.” 

In England organized labor contin- 
ues to urge complete and immediate 
|>eace with soviet Russia, at the same 
time disclaiming any belief in the 
soundness of the political and social 
theories on which the soviet govern 
ment is based. 


The troublesome Adriatic problem Is 
not yet solved. In response to the 
ultimatum of the supreme council, the 
Jugo-Slav government sent a note re- 
jecting the compromise that had been 
offered by Italy and agreed to by the 
other great powers. The reply from 
Belgrade wus couched in conciliatory 
terms, however, and left the way open 
for further discussion. The suggested 
solution was based on the pact of 
Loudon, und the Jugo-SInvs say that 
as this treaty was secret they cannot 
consider a solution based on a pact 
which they have never had an oppor- 
tunity to examine and discuss. They 
suggest a new basts of compromise 
along the lines of President Wilson’s 
proposals. Indeed, all through this 
quarrel the Jugo-Slavs have Justified 
their stand by that taken by Mr. Wil- 
son, and they still seem to think that 
our president can enforce his views 
on Great Britain, France and Italy, 
though Just how this cau be done it 
is not easy to see. 


Planting Memorial Trees. 

planting of trees In honor of heroes 
who gave their lives In the late war la 
becoming a favorite method of per- 
I>etuutlng tbe memory of these men. Iu 
Cleveland, O., May 30. Memorial day 
will be made memorable by the dedi- 
cation of Liberty row, which will ex- 
tend for nine miles and will contain 
604 trees each planted in memory of 
a gold star hero of Cleveland. 

The trees will be culled Victory oaks 
and each will contain a tablet bearing 
the name of a soldier, uud tbe date 
und place of bis deutb. 


Eider Ducks Pluck the Down; 
Later Gathered for Export 


Elder ducks breed In thousands on 
some of the smaller Islands off tbe 
coast of Iceland. The birds are so 
tame that they will allow anyone to 
stroke their feuthers or lift them from 
their nests. Tills Is because they are 
protected for the down, which Is a 
large Item of export from Iceland. The 
birds pluck the down from their 
breasts to line their nests. When these 
are well lined the owner of the land 
takes the down from the nests. The 
ducks take more down from their 
breasts, and again It is removed from 
the nests. For the third time the 
ducks pluck down from their breasts, 
and this Ume they are not disturbed 
till the eggs are hatched, then the re- 
maining down is taken. — The Giria' 
World. 


The senate committee on niilltnry 
affairs voted, 10 to 5, to retain univer- 
sal military training In the army re- 
organization hill, uud the measure was 
formally rejxirted to the senate by 
Chairman Wadsworth. The bill was 
changed by the committee so that it 
provides for two training periods each 
year, and a youth eligible to training 
is permitted to select any one of the 
six periods immediately following his 
eighteenth birthday. Republican lead- 
er Mondell in the house attacked uni- 
versal military training, declaring It 
would cost the government a billion 
dollars the first year and $7<»i.:«i0.«Ai0 
a year thereafter. Senator Wadsworth 
in reporting his bill showed that Mon- 
dell’s estimates of the cost were great- 
ly exaggerated. 


So far Hungary has declined to sign 
the peace terms submitted by the al- 
lies. She says she cannot fulfill the 
demands made, and cannot agree to 
the loss of territory. Premier Huszur, 
addressing a meeting of women Wed- 
nesday. declared that Hungary would 
be u monarchy, without doubt, uud 
that the new king would be chosen im- 
mediately after the national assem- 
bly convenes. In the recent elections 
the national Christian party was over- 
whelmingly successful, the socialists 
declining to vote.

two club room^ The hallway, cross 
Ing the building, gives three entran 
ces to the Veterans Association Hall 
and the balcony of the large Assem- 
bly Hall on the first floor. 

In the basement will be offices for 
the Tree Warden, the Sealer of 
Weights and Measures, a room for the 
Registrars of Voters, which may be 
used for a polling place, and a Jani- 
tor’s room. There will be a large ban- 
quet hall with Its kitchen, toilets, coat 
rooms, etc., and a small banquet hall 
with its Independent accessories. The 
boilers will be located in such a man- 
ner that the coal can be easily han 
died and the ashes removed. There 
will be two boilers, one for the offices, 
which are heated during the week and 
the other to heat the large rooms 
which will be heated only on occa- 
sions. This piping will be so arranged | 
that It will be easily drained to avoid j 
freezing. There will nlso be largo 
stornge space in the baseqgont for 
tnbles, chairs, etc. As the basement 
1ms its own independent entrances, a 
public utility station will there be in- 
stalled. Then* will he a large vault 
for the records of the town which are 
not in daily use. 

The general design of t$e building 
will be Colonial, as Weymouth Is one 
of the odlest towns in the Common- 
wealth. The facade will have two- 
story columns in the central portion 
with balconies opening from the Vet- 
erans Association Hall on the second 
floor. These balconies could be used 
for public speaking or for military re- 
views. The roof with its cupola is 
not unlike the old State House in Bos- 
ton. 

The materials to be used will be 
red Harvard brick) with limestone 
trimmings. A slate roof of varied col- 
ors will give the attractiveness of age. 
The detail will be of wood. The in- 
terior will be simple but of the best 
finish. The only elaborate room will 
lie the Memorial Hall, which will have 
a marble floor with inlays showing 
I the seal of Weymouth. 

From the start we have been con- 
fronted with the difficulty of deter- 
mining the ltiest available site. Sev- 
eral things had to be taken into con- 
sideration. viz: its (proximity to the 
j centre of population and of two main 
lines of travel: the area; the cost of 
! acquiring: the grade from the street. 

| which should be moderately rising 
land general contour: a southerly ex- 
posure if possible: the outlook from 
the front, and protection against un- 
desirable developments in the neigh- 
1 borhood. 

It is hardly to- be expected that all 
of these advantages are to be found 
in any one site, but it is desirable to 
i obtain as many of them as possible. 

I The commitlee felt that the selec- 
tion of a site was of such importance 
that the greatest care should be ex- 
ercised in determining it. To this end 
we secured the services of Mr. Arthur 
Shurtlcff. an expert towli planner, who 
] l as made a careful study of the town 
and especially of various proposed 
i sites that have been under consider- 
I at ion. 

At this writing a decision lias not 
1 been arrived nt, but in a general way 
we consider that the location of the 
| building should be not more than one- 
fourth of a mile from the crossing of 
Broad Street and Middle Street. 

The committee has teen much grat- 
jitied with the spirit of helpfulness and 
l co-operation shown by the members 
of the several organizations and by 
Uhe town officers who huve met with 
1 us on vurious occasions, and hereby 
tender thanks for the numerous help- 
ful suggestions received from them. 
It will be seen from the foregoing 
description that the plan contemplates 
the bringing of all of the town busi- 
ness under <Aie roof, where any one 
wishing to meet any of the officers of 
the town may do so at uny time dur- 
ing business hours. 

Tlie creation of a civic centre with 
facilities which such a building as is 
contemplated will provide for assem- 
blies of one character and another, 
will, we feel assured, be a strong fac- 
tor in bringing the citizens of the 
several villages into closer' and more 
harmonious relations than have here- 
tofore existed. 

it such a result shall follow we feel 
that the enterprise will have been 
fully Justified und will be well worth 
all that it costs. 

In entering upon its work your com- 
mittee felt that this is the most im- 
portant movement in relation to the 
future development and welfare of the 
town which has ever been undertaken 
We have therefore given it our best 
thought aud have spared neither time 
nor pains to secure a result which will 
be acceptable to the inhabitants of the 
town. Seventeen meetings have been 
held, at several of which representa- 
tive citizens have been asked in for 
counsel and advice. We have endeav- 
, ored to consider the subject faithfully 
iu all its bearings 

If the result of our labors shall 
meet the approval of our fellow citi- 
zens and be instrumental in securing

Distant 
neighbors said they had seen no signs 
of a fire in the house this winter, but 
every attempt to help the hermit 
was repulsed and he would admit no 
one. 

Thousands of dollars’ worth of scal- 
lops will die In Onset Bay, Mass., this 
season because of restrictions placed 
upon catching, local fishermen say: 
In spite of recent discoverie? of new 
large beds of the shellfish, only ten 
bushels to a man per day are allowed, 
Sundays excluded, and more than half 
the time, of late, fishing has been im- 
possible on account of weather con- 
ditions. The season opened October 
1, and closes April 1. 

The Right Rev. Chauncey B. Brew- 
ster, bishop of the Protestant Episco- 
pal diocese of Connecticut, states 
that he has Joined with other church- 
men in signing a protest against de- 
portation of foreigners without full 
trial.

SEDATE ALL-DAY FROCKS 


O NK-l’lECE dresses serving the 
sume purposes that suit-skirts 
nml blouses do are better described 
by their newer name, nil-day dresses. 
It tells their story of good service, 
morning or afternoon. They have been 
made in n few very good styles, of 
the snme serviceable materials that 
are used for suits, ana they have 
come to slay. The all-day dress and 
the separate skirt and blouse make a 
welcome variety In the apparel of 
active women and especially of busi- 
ness women. Worn under heavy coats 
In midwinter they are warmer than 
suits, and worn without a wrap when 
the weather is mild they are less 
burdensome. Itut leaving out these 
practical considerations altogether, 
they hold a secure place In our regard 
because they are dependable nnd of- 
fer variety in the dress of busy women. 

Nearly all these one-piece frocks nre 
simple In design and many of them 
have been converted into frocks nfter 
doing service ns suits. It Is an ad- 
vantage to have them simple heenuse 
one does not grow tired of simple 
things. We may become unconscious 
of them, but they will not get on our 
nerves ns fussier things do If we wear 
them often. As an example of sim- 
plicity the all-day dress shown above 
challenges comparisons. Except for a 


little braid couched on in the simplest 
of patterns and a few bone buttons 
set In n row at each side, it offers 
nothing to take our attention away 
from Its trim lit nnd businesslike air. 
A silk cord with tassel protends to 
adjust the frock to the waist line, 
hut tlint matter Is taken care of In 
reality without its help. It makes n 
very Hue finishing touch, however. 

Silk braid has been cleverly used 
as n decoration for these smart all-day 
frocks, as It lias for suits. In the 
dress above, long lines at the sides 
are accented by buttons, hut In a new 
model short tabs of silk braid were 
used for this purpose. Sometimes 
both braid and buttons nppenr on a 
frock and they seem even better suited 
to it nnd to each other than embroid- 
ery nnd buttons. Some models nre 
embellished with embroidery In hands 
or squares, or triangles, In set designs 
that nre In keeping with the ehnructer 
of the dresses, which Is sedute.

E VERY scrap of linen is precious 
these days and cotton cloth is bet- 
ter worth saving than for many years. 
Both nre high priced and nothing In 
sight Just now Indicates that they will 
he lower priced. Tablecloths and 
sheets wear out much fuster In the 
middle than about the edges and their 
usefulness can be prolonged by milking 
them over or converting them luto 
other articles. 

Take a large tablecloth, for instance, 
that bus thin spots where stains have 
been bleached or washed out. When 
It is not strong enough to make darn- 
ing worth while It can he converted 
into a smaller cloth and Into doilies 
and center pieces. For u square lunch 
cloth uud these parts ure cut luto four 
squures and these set together with u 
strong bund of hand crochet or Imi- 
tation cluuy lace. This makes a 
smaller cloth In four sections crossed 
by two hands of lace at right angles. 
The edge is finished with a nurrow 
hem and an edging of crochet or other 
lace may he added to thla. 

Enough linen can tie salvaged from 
s worn cloth to make the handy and 
attractive breakfast or luucheou sets 
that rt^Jace cloths so often. They 
j are more easily laundered and stay 
clean longer than table cloths. A cir- 
cular centerpiece and dollies In two 
sizes — also circttlst^— are cut from the 
best parts of the doth and hemmed In 
i very narrow hem about the edges. 
After hemming the edges, a narrow 
.•rocheted edge makes a pretty finish, 
either In white or colored mercerized 
cotton ; the nurrow hern may be basted 
down and buttonhole-stitched In white 
and black Boss or machine- stitched 
with a narrow torclion edging basted 
over It so that the hem and lace are 
put on with one stitching of the sew- 
ing machine. Many housewives con- 
vert the good pans of worn linen 


Scout Naturalist Advises 
Boys Not to Limit Walks 
to Roads and Beaten Paths 

“Do not limit your winter walks to 
the roads nnd the beaten paths," ad- 
vises Edward F. Blgc-low, the scout 
naturalist. In Boys’ Life, "That may 
he necessary In the marshland of the 
summer, hut when the freezing weath- 
er hns been prolonged take to tlie 
swamps. But he careful. Even the cold- 
est weather sometimes leaves trench- 
erous places In the underbrush nnd In 
other sheltered spots. Sometimes the 
frost Is only superficial oven when Ice 
on the open ponds Is thick. A little 
good, plain common sense will dis- 
cover the riches nnd avoid the danger. 
One never can see the best pnrts of 
a brook hank from the opposite hank. 
They must he seen from the middle 
of the strenm. I never thoroughly 
realized that until 1 started out with 
camera nnd rubber boots so that 1 
could snfely go Into water about n 
foot nnd a half or two feet In depth. 
The ice fringrs, the ornnte palaces, 
the wonderful recesses, the strings of 
Jewels, the fairyland caves are all be- 
yond our most vivid dreams. I cannot 
sufilcicntly emphasize this, because I 
know that there are scouts who will 
not believe, no matter how often I 
reiterate. I did not believe It myself 
until I tried It, and the trlnl was al- 
most by chance. But when I discover 
this foreign fairyland, I hold It In my 
possession and frequently explore It. 
There nre many puzzles in tlint Icy 
region. One cannot even Imagine how 
some of those formations could have 
been made, hut some of them may ho 
puzzled out, and solving the problem 
Is always entertaining and more so 
than finding the answer to word rid- 
dles. Things nre more Interesting than 
words."

cloths into square table napkins, ma- 
chine stitching narrow’ hems In them, 
and use even the worn parts for cup 
.towels or wash cloths. 

Wide sheets that have become worn 
at the middle ure cut In two pieces. 
Then the outer edges are sewed to- 
gether In a flat seam. This puts the 
unworn parts of the sheets at the mid- 
dle. The raw edges ure hemmed 
down. If the sheet Is considerably 
worn It Is made much nurrower to 
serve for u single bed and the worn 
portion cut away. 

Old sheets ure relied upon to make 
new coverings for Ironing hoards, us 
the used ones become discolored. They 
serve, ulso, with old pillow cases, us 
pressing cloths when woolen clothes 
need freshening up. The garments 
ure pressed under dampened cloth 
which Is Ironed until dry, as every 
one knows, and the steam penetrating 
woolen fabrics freshens them up as 
nothing else will. 

Worn pillow cases are very useful 
for protecting blouses, waists and chil- 
dren's dresses from dust when they 
are kept bunging In closets.

Each Chinese Syllable Has 
an Average of 105 Meanings 

The Chinese language, before the 
attempt wus made to give China a 
national writing In what Is now- 
known as the Chu Yin Tzu-Mu, was 
entirely made up of monosyllables, 
there being 420 In all in the official 
Pekingese dialect. The Imperial dic- 
tionary, still the standard, although 
it Is two centuries old, contains 44,449 
words. Each Chinese syllable has an 
average of 105 meanings. They are 
distinguished by the alight difference 
of pronunciation and by the associ- 
ation of one word with the one next 
to It Each of the 106 variations of 
the same monosyllable la an entirely 
distinct word to the Chinese. Each 
has an Ideograph which hears no sug- 
gestion of the 104.

A pessimistic titizen was re- 
lieving himself of a few gloomy 
thoughts relative to this fast dy- 
ing year, 1019. “The trouble 
with America’’ said he, "is that 
the people won’t get together on 
anything. Talk about the rapid- 
ity with which we organized our 
national resources to lick the 
Hun. Why say, — our speed in 
demobilization makes that look 
like a funeral procession. Every 
man for himself and the Devil 
take the ultimate consumer is the 
national slogan. At forgetting 
the lessons of the war our batting 
average in the Wague of Nations 
is 1000." 

All Behind Thrift Movement 
On the face of the returns tt seeqjs 
as If the depressed one was ri*ht. But 
fortunately here and there are Indi- 
cations that after all the dtctntegra- 
tion of national solidarity Is more ap- 
parent than real. It ts rather signifi- 
cant, for Instance, that the American 
Federation of Labor, the American 
Bankers’ Association, the National 
Educational Association, the Elks, 
the Rotary Clubs, the Modern Wood- 
men of America, the Ladles of the 
Macabees, the National Catholic War 
Council, the Council of Jewish Wo- 
men. and hundreds of other organiza- 
tions representing every shade of 
thought and policy have all pledged 
themselves ' during the year to stand 
behind one great national movement. 

Need of Thrift Today 
The man whom the Chicago police 
forcibly disuaded from feeding ten 
dollar fiills to a horse Is president of 
the lodge attended by the youth with 
the tifteen dollar silk sairt; the stenog- 
rapher with the four hundred dol- 
lar fur coat, pie munition maker’s 
wife with the *350,000 pendant, and 
all the joyous train who are making 
the Judicious grieve. 

1 And in this period of reaction, of 
wild and nervous extravagance. The 
Treasury Department of the United 
States arose and said: "At this mo- 
ment when the captains and the kings 
depart we will call the people back 
to the thrift of war days. We will 
justify what the war cost in money 
and material. We will bring out of 
this chaos of reconstruction a strong- 
er America." And there was created 
the Treasury Department's Thrift and 
Savings Movement, built upon the 
splendid foundation of the Savings 
Campaign conducted during the war. 
Among the Instruments of war finance 
Thrift Stamps and War Savings 
Stamps offered a means of saving by 
which lessons of the accumulation of 
capital through small steady invest- 
ment could bo taught. These Stamps 
had been the meuus of raising almost 
a billion dollars of revenue for t-he 
Government during the war and had 
become popular. It was therefore 
decided that they should be contln- 
| ued and their name, W. S. S., which 
l was assuming the importance of a 
trade-mark, should be permanently 
adopted. 

I America Faces Financial Freedom 
' Occasionally Government Depart- 
ment* are charged with duplication 
1 of effort, but In the thrift movement 
the Treasury Department has been 
blessed with intelligent and cordial 
cooperation by other official agencies 
The farmers of America have re- 
ceived the thrift message because the 
Department of Agriculture has ac- 
quainted its County Agents with the 
principles of the Thrift and Savings 
Movement and has instructed them to 
carry it to the workers in the fields 


NEARLY A MILLION 
WOMEN ENROLLED 
IN THRIFT ARMY 


A thrift nrnty of a million women 
in New England Is now being raised 
by the women's organizations Identi- 
fied with the sale of Thrift Stamps, 
War Savings Stamps and Treasury 
Savings Certificates, under the super- 
vision of the Savings Division, First 
Federal Reserve District. 

Most of the largo national women's 
organizations have endorsed the move- 
ment, and the work of enrolment haa 
already commenced in each of the 
New England states. Mrs. Herbert J. 
Gurney Is state chairman for Massa- 
chusetts. In New Hampshire the work 
Is under the direction of Mrs. Mary I. ! 
Wood. Mrs. William C. Eaton of Port- 
land has charge of the enrolment in 
Maine. In Vermont, Mrs. D. C. Jones 
of Waterbury, has cha^» of this 
state’s work. In Rhode Island, Mrs. 
Caesar Misch of Providence, Is direct- 
ing |he work in this state. In Connec- 
ticut, Miss Gertrude Breitzke of Hart- 
ford. has charge of the enrolment In 
this state. 

Reports received by Mrs. Myra B 
Lord, who has supervision of the 
work of raising this Thrift army in 
New England, states that one hun- ( 
drod per cent reports have already 
been received from Island Pond, Ver- 
mont and many districts throughout 
Connecticut. Island Pond w;is the 
first to report that the women’s or- 
ganizations were all members of this 
new Thrift army. ‘ 

It is expected that within a cou- ' 
pie of weeks reports will show that 
the ranks of this new Thrift army 
have been filled and there Is little 
doubt but what the number will to- 
tal more than one million. 

SAWNGS STAMPS MUST 

BE ATTACHED TO CARDS 

— — — 

Because of a misunderstanding on 
the part of some people to the effect 
that Thrift Stamps and War Savings 
Stamps are redeemable when detached 
from the official thrift card or War 
Savings Certificate issued to contain 
these securities, Mrs. Francis I*. Hig- 
ginson, director of the Savings Divi- 
sion. First Federal Reserve District, is 
sending out information calling atten- 
tion to the government ruling which 
states that neither Thrift Stamps nor 
j War Savings Stamps are cashable un- 
less they are affixed to the official cards 
issued by the government for this pur- 
pose. 

Information which has reached the 
■ headquarters of the Savings Division 
shows that some people have attempted I 
to cash either their Thrift Stamps or 1 
War Savings Stamps when not at- 
tached to cards. When refused pay- 
ment they have been rather at sea as 
to why they should be refused. Mrs. 
iligglnson points out that If the peo- 
ple will be sure that these securities 
are affixed to the cards issued by the U. 
S. Government only, It will not only 
save trouble for themselves, but will 
also make things easier for the postal 
officials.

We hnve Itnil enough of forre during 
the Inst four yours and the fnrilior we 
get nwnv from the Idea of heating one 
nnnther Into submission the better off 
we nil shall lie. The present unrest Is 
positively dangerous. Ft Isn’t like nny 
unrest we hnve ever had before. It Is 
the restlessness of htimnn beings who 
hnve been fare to face with death. We 
need a lot of raininess and common 
sense. By kindly ronfrrenre we must 
try to understand each other, and by 
Ju^t compromise help each other, of 
one thing 1 atn sure, and that Is. If an 
effort Is made to use blind, brute forre 
on the working people of the world, 
the present unrest will he set In mo- 
tion. a whirlwind will break upon the 
world. 

The plnln, open rond hark to linppl- 
ness Is co-operation. If we stop for n 
moment and realize wlmt we have been 
through, and the changes tlint have 
come upon us while we were going 
through It. we will find getting to- 
gether easy. Unrest blocks the mad. 
It fetters the will to work. We must 
fare the truth, and the sooner we do, 
the better. The world Is broke. The 
war has bankrupted Europe. One 
thing, and one thing only, will bring us 
hark to sane, normal living. It Is work. 
Sympathy and understanding will do 
more to secure peace, stimulate work, 
than defiance, challenge and threats. 

A normal world is one in which men 
live and work together in peace, where 
all men have n chance to he hnppy. 
This means nn Interest In work, a joy 
in working — living to work, rntlier 
than working to live. Men must hnve 
food, clean wholesome food, nnd 
enough of it to do their work without 
exhaustion. Men must hnve clothes. 
Not only the quantity and quality nec- 
essary to protect their bodies from the 
weather, hut clothes that satisfy the 
normal Instinct for appearing clean 
and neat. Decent clothes sustain self- 
respect. Men without them are less 
normal nnd moral.

LIMITATIONS OF NATURE. 


By FRANK COMERFORD. 

Europe wears nn anxious look. One 
thought Is arousing her from the 
stupor of her misery. She opens her 
eyes In wide amazement when she no- 
tices nnd notes tlie striking change 
that has come over her children. It Is 
puzzling her, although she well knows 
wlmt they have gone through, how pa- 
tiently nnd uncomplainingly they suf- 
fered. It Isn't strange to her that they 
hnve changed, when she remembers 
the pence of the years before the war, 
the quiet, sane lives they lived, nnd the 
four years In which they lived In wet, 
foul sewers called trenches, slept In 
tombs on the edge of a strip of bell 
called No Man’s I .and, breathed the 
smell of burning flesh, saw their pals 
“go west,” burled their dead, grinned 
at pain, laughed at dentil. Nerves of 
steel could not stand wlmt they have 
gone through without being changed 
by It. 

They hnve put on mufti again. It 
Is strange to them. The quiet streets 
are dull. The demobilized soldier feels 
the letdown. The tenseness over de- 
pression sets In. During the wnr be 
didn’t have time to think of anything 
except the Job ahead of him. Every 
minute, every move was life or death 
to him. Now he renllzes for the first 
time what he has gone through, won- 
ders why he Is nllve. Two thoughts 
possess his mind ; one the memory of 
every minute of the days nnd nights 
of the wnr — the other, of what Is 
ahead of him, wlmt Is lie going to do 
with his life! He Is at a strange cross- 
roads. The word “Job’’ doesn’t mean 
much to him. It Isn't thnt he Is Inz.v. 
He 1ms to pinch himself to renllze tlint 
It Is over nnd that he Is hack from the 
war. 

Earned Right to Better Place. 

Between the whizz of machine bul- 
lets nnd the shriek of shrapnel he 
spent Ills time thinking, nnd his 
thoughts were not nil about the wnr. 
ITe never got used to the wnr. hut he 
learned to forget It. lie lias brought 
oore than souvenirs nnd memories 
«,*oni his experience. He tins brought 
home thoughts. Ideas and ambitions 
from tlie trenches. Many a night, look- 
ing over No Man’s Land, listening to 
the “banshee” of the wnr, he thought 
nnd resolved that If he ever came 
hack he wanted, nnd would hnve. n 
better chance In this queer thing called 
Life. He feels that he has paid for 
a place, nnd he hns paid. He has 
enrned the right to a decent place In 
the world, for which lie fought. lie 
helped save the world nnd he looks to 
thnt world to save him from a mean- 
ingless machine existence. If It doesn't 
he hns made up his mind to use force. 
He Is willing to work, wants to work, 
hut he Insists on being part of Ills 
work, rather than his work being all of 
him. lb* sees, feels and measures 
things from an Intensely humnn angle. 
He feels Ills humanness. The wnr 
emphasized the vnlue nnd meaning of 
the humnn being. It was life or death. 
He Is alive. lie wants n human Inter- 
est In his work. 

Hundreds of demobilized soldiers In 
different parts of Europe, In different 
words. In different languages, hnve 
said to me* “If the world l«n’t going 
to give us a better chance than It gave 
us before tlie war. tlien the world 
wasn't worth fighting for. When we 
fought, they told us It was to make the 
world safe for democracy nnd to ninke 
life worth while. We thought this 
meant ns and ours. We have learned 
that life Isn't only n question of a Job 
and enough to eat, we want tn be 
treated like human beings. A man 
wants to feel that 111 * work means 
more to him thnn Just wages. He 
spend* most of his time at work, the 
rest of It Is spent with his family and 
In sleeping so he will be able to work 
the next day. Why shouldn’t he have 
nn Interest In the business, and why 
shouldn't the business have an Interest 
In IHm? We don't want to run the 
business, all we ask Is u say In it. a 
friendly say In it. Some people think 
that to be fed Is to be free — It Isn’t. 
Being free means being treated like a 
human being.” 

I have found many good honest men 
and women who have lost Interest in 
work. They say. “We don't get a fair 
share of what we make. We fight 
among ourselves for Jobs because we 
have to or starve, end they pay us a* 
little as they cau.” I am not reasoning 
or arguing this question. 1 am stating 
a fact which Indicates the state of 
tnlnd of millions of men and women lu 
Europe who did their bit for civiliza- 
tion during the past four years. 

Fair Hearing Must B« Granted.

Their grievance 
must be given a fair, patient hearing. 
Their attitude of mind must be reck- 
oned with if we hc]*e to get back to 
normal living.

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TWO BREEDS IN SAME FLOCK 

Crossing It Prevented by Keeping 
Male of One Breed One Year and 
Another the Next. 

(Prepared hy the United States Depart* 
merit of Agriculture.) 

While keeping two distinct breeds 
of poultry in one yard without mix- 
ing the breeds seems difficult, It can 
be accomplished easily nnd with satis- 
factory results, ns shown by the ac- 
count of an experience Just received 
from n New England poultry raiser. 
One of the kinds kept Is a so-called 
egg brood, the other being a general- 
purpose variety of poultry. Tho 
method of preventing creasing Is ns 
follows ; 

One year, roosters of the egg-la.vlng 
breed are retained and used for breed- 
ing, no other males being kept. Tho

following year roosters of only tho 
general-purpose stock are kept. Tho 
difference lu the color of eggs of tho 
two breeds selected Is so great that 
hatching eggs have always been select- 
ed with n certainty ns to the breed 
luylng them. The plan necessitates In- 
troducing new males, hut the advan- 
tages of keeping the blood lines of two 
breeds separate outweigh the slight 
cost of purchasing the mnlos. The de- 
partment of agriculture points out that 
when this method Is followed on two 
neighboring farms an exchange of 
roosters might readily be arranged. 

REMODELING POULTRY HOUSE 

Many Stuffy Old Structures Can Bo 
Rebuilt With Little Trouble— 
Coet Is Small. 

Many farms have old style, closed- 
up poultry house* with poor light and 
ventilation; also old sheds and other 
buildings of little use for other pur- 
poses that can he remodeled or built 
over with little difficulty Into satis- 
factory poultry houses, according to 
the United StateB department of ag- 
riculture. 

A building of that kind usuully can 
he made over for less than one-half 
the cosj of constructing n now one, 
and if the work Is well done should 
give Just as good results. Further- 
more. the work performed In remodel- 
ing the building serves as a good 
poultry club demonstration In poultry 
house construction.

The popularity which boxing enjoyed 
In both the army and the navy during 
the world war lias led to decision by 
tlie Yule faculty to allow the organi- 
zation of the sport along broader lines 
than heretofore. A boxing association 
will be formed nnd bouts will he held 
by the undergraduates at the different 
weights. 

It Is uncertain whether matches 
with representatives of other colleges 
will be allowed or not, ns the sport 
Is not organized among the Eastern 
universities, but a plan which has been 
discussed Is that of having two or 
three-round bouts ns intermission 
events during tlie winter season. For 
Instance, If a Yale-I’rinceton basket- 
ball game Is scheduled. It has been 
suggested that, during tlie Intermis- 
sion. a three-round bout might be held 
between boxers of the two universities. 

Moses King, the former Connecticut 
lightweight champion, will liuve 
charge of the boxing classes us well 
as the Individual instruction. He has 
been boxing Instructor at Yale for 
nearly 20 years, but no undergraduate 
championships have been held before, 
and no bouts with other colleges have 
been permitted. King was Instructor 
of boxing at Camp Devens during the 
world war. and also bud charge ot 
the mitt Instruction of Yale under- 
graduates as members of the Reserve 
Officers Training corps. 

Herman P. Olcott, the Yale all- 
around Freshman coach, was athletic 
director at the Great Lukes nuvul sta- 
tion, and regards boxing as a tine 
training for football and other major 
sports. 

Eddie Eagan, winner of the middle- 
weight boxing tournament, which was 
held at Paris, of Ike American expedi- 
tionary forces this spring, will proba- 
bly be chosen head of the proposed 
boxing association. He played half- 
back on the Yale eleven last fall and 
will be on the track team next spring. 
He headed the Yale delegation to the 
student volunteer congress In Lies 
Moines, Iowa, during the holiday 
recess.

Sunday morning in an average 
Indian community presents the 
strange sight now of Sioux braves in 
blankets and moccasins trudging along 
the road to worship, beside the motor 
cars driven by their more progretselve 
brothers attired in the ordinary bab- 
ilments of civilization. 

No man is better able to urge thi-a 
doctrine than Bishop Burleson, be- 
cause no nuin has been more suc- 
cessful than be in putting across suc- 
cessful missionary enterprises. Ha 
was, so to speak, "bom a missionary.” 
His father was for many years both 
priest and physician to the Oneida 
Indians in Wisconsin, and he is him- 
self one of five brothers, all of whom 
entered toe ministry of toe Church, 
and all served as missionaries.

BUSY AT SHIPYARD 

A rush of business will continue at 
the shipyard according to a financial 
report wllich reads: * 

The Bethlehem Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration has orders on its books 
amounting to $232,000,000. Private 
American owners have ordered 31 ves- 
*les of 382,000 deadweight tonnage, 
which will cost about $80,000,000. The 
balance of the orders are for naval 
and Emergency Fleet vessels. The 
contracts for these ships were all 
taken during the latter part of 1919 
and delivery is to be made this year. 

During last year the Bethlehem Com- 
pany built 22 oil tankers, costing ap- 
proximately $2,500,000 each; 12 cargo 
vessels and 20 tugs for the Emergency 
Fleet, in addition to 65 destroyers 
and 13 submarines for the navy. In 
all HO vessels were laiuiched and 132 
delivered. The total engine power 
ii presented in this construction was 
1 850.000, a figure which it is saul ex 
‘•«<:s any previous shipbuilding pro- 
duction record.

Weymouth Isolated 

For Several Days 
By Heavy Snowfall 


Weymouth, Braintree and the South i 
Shore towns have not yet fully recov-' 
ered from the three days snow storm 
that struck here a week ago yesterday 
and paralyzed transportation and bus- 
iness. 

From Thursday to Monday there 
were no trains over the South Shore 
branch, and only two or three each 
way on Monday. Since Monday there 
has been but little improvement, as 
many of the locomotives are disabled 
and their crews are exhausted. 

The only street railway line that 
kept open was the East Weymouth 
and Braintree route, which run cars 
every day, and with the exceiptlon of 
Thursday and Friday maintained its 
half hour schedule. This was a re- 
markable record, considering that 
some of the routes have not vet been 
reopened. 

No mail arrived at the Weymouth 
or East Weymouth post offices from 
Thursday morning to Monday morn- 
ing, and no attempt at delivery was 
made until Monday afternoon. During 
the four days letters were collected 
at the mail boxes and dispatched to 
the depots, but got no further until 
Monday. . 


No Boston papers arrived from 
Thursday morning to Sunday morning. 
The demand for the Weymouth Ga- 
zette and Transcript was unprecedent- 
ed, as it was the only paper on sale 
with the news. 

From Thursday noon until Sunday 
two trains were stalled near the Wey- 
mouth station, one near the East 
Braintree station, one on the South 
Shore Branch at the Braintree station, 
nnd near the East Weymouth station 
one of the large snow ploughs left 
the rail and went over the embank- 
ment. 

On these trains were many resi- 
dents of Hlngham, Cohasset and Hull, 
who were unable to get home until 
Friday or Saturday. Some stayed in 
the depots, others at the Tufts Li- 
brary, and several were entertained 
at private homes. 

It was very thoughtful of the Trav- 
eler to send news bulletins on Satur- 
day to the Gazette, which were posted 
in the show window. 

William M. O’Brien, the station 
agent at Weymouth, and W. W. Dyer 
the clerk, did all they could for the 
comfort of the marooned passengers 
and train crews. They inform the 


Gazette, that the train crews nnd men 
In the employ of the New Haven 
Railroad, wish to express their grati- 
tude for the exceptional kindness 
shown them by the people of Wey- 
mouth while snowbound here. To use 
tlieir own words, “we have been used 
white by the good people of Wey- 
mouth. We particularly wish to 
thank Father Holland and the Sisters 
at the convent But also all the peo- 
ple of Weymouth and Braintree who 
had a hand in the good work done for 
the train crews and passengers. Tell 
the people we won’t forget them in a 
hurry for what they have done for us." 

Boston papers reported that Wey- 
mouth was without bread or yeast 
cakes, nnd that other supplies gave 
out, but Weymouth storos were equal 
to the big demand. While some things 
were sold out there was food enough 
for all. 

It is said there was some profiteer- 
ing among speculators who made pas- 
sengers on the stalled trains pay 
funcy prices for fruit, crackers, etc. 

On Sunday at least eight bodies 
were on their way to Weymouth for 
burial, the funerals having been de- 
layed by the storm. 

Because of the storm the Firemens 
ball wasjpostponed for two weekB, and 
the “movies’’ at the Bates Opera 
House were cut out. 

The power snow leveler of the 


street department did good work for 
a while Thursday morning, but the 
snow was too damp nnd heavy, nnd 
the mileage was too great for one ma- 
chine. On Monday nnd Tuesday a 
harrow drawn behind a big sled did 
good' work levelling the snow. 

Although about half the Gazette 
force were unable to reach the office 
on Friday, and some were out four 
days, the Gazette went to press on 
time. It was not possible how-ever to 
maintain the usual delivery, as trans- 
portation could not be secured. The 
paper however reached the Weymouth 
nnd East Weymouth post offices and 
agents on Friday, and the South Wey- 
mouth and North Weymouth post 
offices on Saturday. 

The editor of the Gazette nnd 
Transcript was able to reach his office 
fairly early on Thursday. At night 
he realized he could not get home, 
but through the kindness of Mr. and 
Mrs. Louis F. Bates it was unnecess- 
ary, and he was their guest not only 
for that night, but also on Friday 
night. The hospitality extended was 
very much appreciated. 

About 11 A. M., Sunday, a man was 
seen walking along the railroad track 
at East Weymouth, coming from the 
direction of Hlngham, but he told the 
Gazette man that he had walked all 
the way from Scltuate Harbor. He

ANCIENT RACE 
DUG FROM ICE 


Hidden for Centuries Under the 
Ice Fields North of 
Alaska. 

WIPED OUT BY CATASTROPHE 

Village of Six Igloos Discovered at 

Northern Tip of Alaska by Van 
Valin Expedition — Not Like 
the Eskimos. 

Philadelphia. — Hidden for centuries 
under the Ice* fields north of Alnskn, n 
scientific expedition, headed by Wil- 
liam Van Valin of the University of 
Pennsylvania has discovered the re- 
mains of n prehistoric arctic race. 

This remarkable find Includes the 
fully clothed remains of no fewer 
than 100 Individuals who apparently 
met sudden death In n village of six 
Igloos, afterward covered by Ice and 
snow, where they remained sealed un- 
til the present time. 

The life, habits and physical np- 
ponrance of this remarkable people 
bore little resemblance to the Eski- 
mo. They were seemingly more near- 
ly related to the natives of Siberia, 
end the scientists nre proceeding on 
(he theory that they constitute the 
long-sought link between Asln and 
America. 

Northernmost Tip. 

The discovery was mnde near 
rrow, the northernmost tip 
:i. Mr. Van Valin, head of 
lltlon, was sent out two nnd 
ears ago by the University 
pf Pennsylvania to make an exhaus- 
tive study of the Eskimos. 

lie was Investigating a shallow 
swnll In search of Eskimo relics when 
his attention was attracted by the 
peculiar character of some debris. 
Phis led to a still further examina- 
tion. Burled beneath four feet of lee, 
inow nnd tundra were uncovered 
what was recognized at once ns the 
wreckage of a collection of ancient 
huts, or Igloos. They had been con- 
structed of drift woods of various 
kinds, covered with dome-shaped 
roofs rut from the tundra. The roofs 
had long since fallen In, while little 
remains even of the sides of the huts. 

The great discovery, however, was 
made when tin* explorers came upon 
the first of the frozen bodies. In 
runny Instances lift* positions of the 
bodies, all In perfect state of preser- 
vation. frozen In solid blocks of Ice, 
suggested that death had overtaken 
them unexpectedly. Some had died 
In the art of drinking, at least thnt 
Is the supposition from the presence 
In their hands of what appeared to 
be long tubes, one end of which' was 
held between the lips. 

Of the hundred or more bodies, 
nearly all were fully attired. Many 
were lying on beds of musk, often 
under polar hear skins. The apimrel 
worn by some showed that the race 
had # learru*d to fabricate clothing from 
the skins of birds and that they also 
understood the art of tanning or cur- 
ing skins of animals. 

One thing seems certuln. The com- 


munity was overtaken by sonic sud- 
denly developing catastrophe. 

Included among the bodies found In 
n perfect stnte of preservation were 
men, women and children of nil ages. 
The clothing, furs nnd skins were in 
perfect condition. Exposure to the 
air, however, quickly caused much of 
It to disintegrate. As n result hut 
few specimens of the clothing are In- 
cluded In the collection brought back 
by Mr. Vnn Valin. 

No Means of Preserving. 

Unfortunately the fate which befell 
the skins and furs nnd hlrdskln suits 
awaited the wearers ns well. Al- 
though when discovered many of the 
bodies still retained their flesh there 
was no menus at the command of 
Mr. Vnn Valin for preserving them. 
But a few hours' exposure to v, firmer 
air was required to enuso the fleshy 
portions to slttff away. Fortunately, 
however, the skeletons remain Intact, 
perfectly articulated, and within n 
very short time will he In the Uni- 
versity museum. 

Many Interesting nnd valuable 
relics were discovered in the ruins of 
the six Igloos. Some Idea of the 
nnomalous relationship between the 
Inhabitants nnd the Eskimo Is sug- 
gested by pieces of pottery found 
nmid the ruins. The Eskimo of to- 


day uses soapstone utensils. No 
truce of such utensils could he found 
In thi> Igloos. 

Among the Implements used by the 
nnclent rare some are of similar con- 
struction and shape as those used by 
the Eskimos. Of particular Interest 
Is the fact thnt Jade was used by the 
lost rnce. It must have been secured 
from points ns far ns 500 miles away. 

Inquiries by Mr. Van Valin among 
the Eskimos proved that the latter 
race had no traditions connected with 
the Inhabitants whose remains he had 
discovered. This Is tnkcfc to Indi- 
cate thnt the rnce must have dis- 
appeared centuries ago, for the Eski- 
mo's "nnclent story” goes far hack.

ARMY SUPPLIES ARE SOLD 


$760,000,000 Is Realized on U. 
S. Stuff in France. 


Value of Entire Property Is Estimated 
at $1,700,000,000 by General 
Connor. 

Antwerp.— The sum of $700,000,000 
was realized from the sale of Ameri- 
can stocks remaining In France after 
the departure of the American army, 
said Brig. Gen. W. D. Connor, chief 
of staff of the American department 
of supply. He estimated the value 
of the stocks nt $1,700,000,000, and de- 
clared It would have cost $75,000, OCX) 
to take them hack to America. 

Had they been retailed In various 
countries great losses would have been 
entailed, as the expense would have 
been heavy, he said. 

“France paid $4<>0,0<X),000 for 
stocks It took over, while other allies 
and smaller nations purchased sup- 
plies for $300,000,000, As an offset 
against the stocks bought by France 
that country undertook to pay damage 
claims amounting to several million 
dollars as a result of American opera- 
tions In training areas. When the 
American army went to France it was 
agreed that farms and buildings used 
by It In training would lie left In the 
sunie condition ns found. Miles of 
trenches were dug and buildings were 
demolished and American forces were 
rushed Into Germany before the land 
could be restored to Its former condi- 
tion.

FINDS ANCIENT ABODE 


Camera Locates Cliff Dwelling in 
Zion Canyon. 

robabie That No Human Foot Hat 
Been In Dwelling for at Leaat 
1,500 Yeare. 

Hoe Angela*. — Discovering from 
Angeles a hitherto unknown cliff 
dwelling 4UI feet up a 2.000-foot can- 
y«n side in Utah Is a new expe- 
rience. 

It was the experience of Eyre Pow- 
ell of 4-1 Wavecrest avenue, Venice, 
who lu enlarging a unique photograph 
taken with a telephoto lens, made what 
tnay prove to be one of the greatest 
archaeological discoveries of recent 
years In the United States. 

The photograph was taken tn Zion 
ctsuyou, Utah, recently declared a 
national park, and shows wliat ap- 
parently is a cliff dwelling 400 feet 
long and 0v or 70 feet wide. It ia 


probable, according to Mr. Powell, that 
no human foot has been In the dwell- 
ing for 1,500 years or longer. In 
this fact lies Its chief archaeological 
importance, as other cliff dwellings, 
found at the surface, have been the 
homes of animals and much disturbed 
since being Inhabited by their original 
builders. 

The photograph was taken at a 
distance of about three-quarters of a 
mile from the cliff, Mr. Powell 
having no Idea that It would reveal 
| anything of particular Interest. The 
{ portion of the photograph which 
later was found to show the ancient 
dwelling was less than a quarter of 
an Inch In size. Through successive 
| enlargements ibis was increased to 
about 12 Inches. 

The dwelling is about 400 feet 
above tbe top of the shale slide at 
the base of tbe cliff. Leading down 
from the dwelling are traces of the 
1 ledge once used by the dwellers to go 
up and down to their safe retreat.

Five-Room Bungalow of Frame Cot- 
tage Type Makes Comfortable 
Home for the Family of 
Average Size.

Steadily Increasing rentals nre be- 
ing demanded by the owners of houses 
of all kinds, and the person who has 
not a large Income Is llnding It more 
difficult to find a comfortable home for 
himself and his family. While these 
families, perhaps, cannot afford to 
build an elaborate house, there nre 
many designs thnt will provide n home 
that will stilt their needs and their 
pocketbooks. 

Such ti home Is shown In the accom- 
panying Illustration. Here Is a house 
thnt Is attractive In exterior appear- 
ance, contains live good-sized rooms, 
conveniently arranged, and can he 
built for a moderate sum. It Is a one- 
story cottage, of the bungalow type, 
although not, strictly speaking, a bun- 
galow. The linos of the exterior nre 
good. The gables at either end and In 
the porch roof; the series of four win- 
dows In the living room; the fireplace 
chimney; the terrace with the brick 
floor and the porch, with Its brick col- 
umn supports, und the shingled walls 
all nre features that combine to make 
this design attractive. 

The dimensions of the house nre 40 
by 20 feet, with an 8- foot projection 
for the front porch. The house Is of 
standard frame construction set on a 
brick foundation wall. The basement 
Is fully excavated — that is, extends un- 
der the whole house, and provides am- 
ple room for the furnace, fuel stor- 
age and for rooms thnt can he devot- 
ed to storing food nnd the many other 
articles thnt usually find their way to 
the basement. 

While the Interior arrangement Is 
somewhat out of the ordinary, a study 
of the floor plans will demonstrate 
thnt the rooms are plnred so that the 
work can be done easily nnd that the 
occupants will llnd living In the house 
n comfort. The five rooms consist of 
living nnd dining rooms, kitchen and 
two bedrooms, besides the bathroom.

TRULY TIMES HAVE CHANGED

Taken from both the standpoint of 
exterior convenience and comfort, this 
design Is an unusuully good one for 
the home builder of limited meuns. 
who must provide for a family of av- 
erage size — three or four persons. 

Building a home to suit one's own 
needs and to conform to Individual 
Ideus of what a home should he In 
appearance and arruugeiueut Is the 
must satisfactory way of acquiring a 
more or less permanent place to live. 
By building, the owner can select the 
design, and decide on what materials 
shall be used. When a house Is pur- 
chased already built, there usually is 
a feature or two that do not quite At 
in with the purchaser's Ideas of room 
arrangement, and often the remodel- 
ing brings tbe cost of tbe house up 
to the amount It would have required 
to build the house. 

But. It should be remembered, not 
all tbe Ideas of tbe Inexperienced 
borne builder are practical. That 
is why It always Is expedient to con 
suit an architect, or an experienced 
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about GO cents, was sufficient for the 
two visits.”

FOR CENTRAL HEATING PLANT 

Canadian Newspaper Warmly Advo- 
cates Such a Scheme, on Eco- 
nomic and Other Grounds. 

The town of Renfrew bn** carried a 
by-law to spend $25,000 on a central 
heating plant for the business section. 

It Is erecting n new fire hall and 
takes advantage of the opportunity. 
Owen Sound Is said to have a similar 
scheme under consideration. This Is 
an avenue of small town development 
that will ho much more extensively 
traveled In the future, remnrks the To- 
ronto (Can.) Mall and Empire. Ontario 
towns nre usually compact, the streets 
used for business Intersect each other, 
and with the advent of modern heat- 
ing systems In the stores and fac- 
tories, the economic possibilities of a 
central heating plant are exceptionally 
good. Many cities and towns In tho 
United States have adopted the sys- 
tem, nnd results have been very satis- 
factory. Instead of two dozen fur- 
naces, two dozen firemen, one big plant 
handled by about three men, does the 
whole business. Modern Insulating 
methods prevent loss of steam nml 
heat underground nnd the service Is 
usually better than any home system. 
The obtaining of coal Is such a prob- 
lem nowadays for the ordinary mer- 
chant nnd factory operator that the 
putting of responsibility on a civic- 
plant would bo ti great relief. Tho 
ultimate saving, once the heating 
equipment Is Installed, ought to ho 
thousands of dollars a year. In many 
of the small Ontnrlo towns stores nro 
still heated by stoves, or hot-air fur- 
naces, using anthracite coal. The sta- 
tistics of the relative cost of steam 
bent cannot bo made up without con- 
sideration of local conditions, because- 
pipe-laying, radiator Installation nnd 
plant costs vary with the size of tho 
project, nnd the location of the prem- 
ises to he heated. But tho Innovation 
Is one that should commend Itself to- 
tho notice of all town councils. 

WRONG KIND OF ADVERTISING 

Signboard Display May Catch the Eye 
for a Moment, but It Does 
Not Make Friends. 

An Important function of advertis- 
ing Is In creating good will. The per- 
manent, lasting value of an advertis- 
ing campaign Is In the good will It 
creates. Signboards can do little 
toward creating good will und may 
stir up a lot of 111 will. 

There nre certain classes of adver- 
tising that must he handled In a dig- 
nified manner, otherwise the advertis- 
ing may do more harm than good. 

If the Information received Is cor- 
rect, various garden clubs have already 
protested against the use of signboards 
by florists, which shows “tho way the 
wind blows" regarding public senti- 
ment. 

It has been proposed that motorists 
organize to rid our highways of the 
grotesque obstructive signs. Each mem- 
ber Is to agree not to purchase any 
goods advertised on signboards. That 
will ho an effective way to clear up the 
situation. 

This gives the florists good ndvlce 
and gets their slogan before our read- 
ers, both of which It Is hoped will bo 
profitable. — New York Times. 

Trees on Roadsides. 

Believing that the problem of road- 
side planting should not be entirely 
set aside during the movement for a 
greater mileage of Improved highways, 
active steps are now being taken by 
the New York state motor federation 
and the state college of forestry at 
Syracuse for the development of a 
planting scheme for the section of the 
highway running from Syracuse to 
Utica, a distance of about sixty miles. 

It bus been demonstrated by those 
In charge of the wors that aside from 
the purely ornumentul value of trees 
along the highway, many practical 
benefits would result from their prop- 
er use. It Is Dot generally realized 
that tree's, by means of their shuile 
during hot summer months, prolong 
the life of the roadway for many 
years, and road experts In general are 
heartily lu fuvor of nils meuns of road 
protection. 

Hava an Eye to the Future. 

It Is common in a good many citlea 
to find a street originally laid out tc 
come to an abrupt end for u block, 
after which the street Is continued. No 
doubt the founders never dreamed 
that more and wider streets would he 
necessary, and thought thut In laying 
them out they were anticipating all 
possible road expansion for hundred* 
of years to come. Where such streets, 
by continuing them through the block, 
would create an outlet for udditionui 
traffic, thereby eliminating congestion 
and confusion, the property owners, a* 
well as city und government official*, 
should take additional steps to rec- 
tify It.

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Rocket to Go Up 200 Miles 

Device to lest highest air region* near completion; 
may shoot as far as the moon. 


A method of Rending apparatus to the hitherto unrearhed higher 
layers of the air, to the regions beyond the earth’s atmosphere, and even 
ns far ns the moon it «el f, is described bv Prof. Robert H. Goddard in a 
recent publication for the Smithsonian institution. 

The new apparatus is a multiple-charge high-efficiency rocket of an 
entirely new design. 

“The great scientific value of Prof. Goddard’s experiments.” says the 
announcement, “lies in the possibility of sending recording apparatus to 
•extreme altitudes within the earth’s atmosphere. 

“The nature of the higher levels of the air has for a long time been 
• subject of speculation ns to thetr chemical composition, temperature, 
elect rn-nl nature, density, ozone content, etc. The highest level that has 
ever been reached up to the present time with the recording instruments 
is about nineteen miles, accomplished with a free balloon. 

“As the earth’s atmosphere extends some 200 miles out, there is a grent 
■unknown region, knowledge of which would greatly benefit the science 
of meteorology. 

“The balloon with its recording apparatus requires several hours to 
ascend to its highest altitude, drifts horizontally for a considerable period 
of time, and may come down at a groat distance from its starting point. 
Its recover}’ by the sender depends on the chance of its descent being no- 
ticed and on the willingness of the finder to return it. 

“Thus it may be days or weeks before the record taken is made avail- 
able. On the other hnjpl, the new rocket apparatus would go straight up 
and come straight down, the whole operation probably consuming less than 
half an hour. Thus daily observations at any desired altitude for use in 
weather prediction could be easily taken.”

To Build Home Cheaply, 
Construct From Material 
to Be Had on the Site 

The way to own a home at n inint- 
mium of expense is to build it of ma- 
terial already ou tin* site — earth, for 
‘Instance. 

The requisite earth mny be laid for 
the dinning, and there is nothing to 
pay for transportation. In England tlds 
idea Is being taken up, with the expec- 
tation that the building of rammed 
•earth dwelling houses on an extensive 

scale will help importantly to solve the 
housing problem, bricks being scarce 
and expensive. 

There are In European countries 
i many such buildings that date actually 
from prehistoric times. In parts of 
Franee and Spain this simplest of all 
methods of house construction lms 
long been practiced, and recently it 
lists been adopted with grent success 
in South Africa and other British col- 
onies. 

Flanks are set up on edge to form a 
mold, and t lie space between Is filled 
with enrth, which is then rammed as 
tight ns possible. The ramming, of 
course, can he done much more advan- 
tageously and cheaply by machine; 
likewise the digging. 

If tlie subsoil he clay, the latter, 
mixed with straw and “puddled," fur- 
nishes a lirst class material, utlllznble 
In the same way. Tills is what is 
culled in England “roll building." The 
birthplace of Sir Walter ltnlelgh was 
n cob house, and It is In us good con- 
dition ns ever today. 


OF INTEREST TO 
POULTRY GROWERS 


Old Lady Plymouth Hock is not go- 
ing to do her best, unless you give 
her the same kind of cure that the 
Jersey gets. 

“The egg supply enn he kept up in 
cold weather by furnishing spring con- 
ditions," says the head of the poultry 
department of a prominent agricul- 
tural college. 

"These •'■inditlons Include the fac- 
tors of housing and feeding. The 
house for the .chickens should he 
roomy, and furnish plenty of fresh ] 
air without drafts. Meat scraps or 
milk should lie fed to take the place 
of Int^s and worms which are so easi- 
ly found In tlte summer. Sprouted 
•oats can take the place of grass and 
other green feeds, drains should he 
scattered in straw so that the chick- 
ens will get plenty of exercise. Either 
sweet or sour milk can lie fed, but 
it is not I est to change from one to 
tlte other." 

One «if the Important things to con- 
sider in winter egg production is the 
•early hatch, tin* same authority be- 
lieve-. The Plymouth Hocks, Hliode 
Island reds. Wyundottcs, and all of the 
birds of i lie American breed should 
he hatched by the first of April, and 
Leghorns not later than May tlrst, he 
says. 

Wheat or oats straw is good for 
nests, and also the floor of the house. 

Longest Daily Air Service 

Between London and Paris 

Ttie pa-seiiger-carrylng airplane has

Small Cone Shaped Asia 
Minor Hills Transformed 
by Natives Into Houses 

Tn Asia Minor, south of the Pinole 
sen and north of the Taurus moun- 
tains, Is a region known in former 
times ns Cappadocia, which anciently 
was a province of the Persian king- 
dom. It was famous for its horses. 

Later the invading Homans found 
there un agricultural population whose 
villages looked for defense to formid- 
able fortresses that frowned from 
nearby hilltops. These the conquerors 
destroyed. 

It Is a lofty and rugged plateau, 
manifestly long ago tlte scone of tre- 
mendous volcanic activity, the burning 
mountains pouring forth vast quan- 
tities of mud, which hardened into 
rock. It is a phenomenon familiar in 
many parts of t lie world. Hut in 1 lie 
district west ami southwest of Mount 
Argneus erosion by water and weather- 
ing lias produced an extraordinary re- 
sult, the whole landscape being thickly 
sprinkled with small cone shaped hills. 

The people of that district use them 
extensively for dotnicilinry purposes. 
It Is nn easy mntter with pickax and 
shovel to dig out the interior of one 
of the cones and convert It into a com- 
fortable dwelling. This is done usual- 
ly In such wise ns to leave “floors" in- 
tact, some of the larger houses having 
as many ns nine stories. Windows 
and a door nre, of. course, provided. 

Many of the houses seem to have 
been occupied since prehistoric times. 
Some of them are known to have been 
tenanted by Christlnn monks in the 
fourth century, and it Is believed ivy 
archeologists that (lie "ant hill dwel- 
lings" of Cappndocln were Inhabited 
by tlie Illttites 3,800 years ugo. 

Anhinga Plant in Brazil’s 

Rivers Used to Make Paper 

In the soft hods of mud tlint line so 
many of Brazil's sluggish rivers, tlie 
plant anhinga grows so profusely that 
an estimated total of 100,000 tons 
could lie exported annually. The 
anhinga is now known ns tlie raw 
material from which cellulose is ob- 
tained for the manufacture of linen 
paper; but recent experiments show 
that the fibers mny be transformed 
chemically into an artificial cotton 
filler, of structure even superior to 
that of the genuine article. One mill 
is now busy with tills new work, while 
efforts art* being made to adapt nbuu- 
doned sugar mills to tlie process.

NEW ENGLAND LIVE STOCK RE- 
PORT. 

The Bureau of Crop Estimates 
makes these estimates of Numbers of 
I-lve Stock on Farms, and their Av- 
erage Value per Head, as of January 
1 In each year shown. 

Horses show a steady decrease in 
the United States and throughout 
New Tngland. exrept in Rhode Island, 
where they appear about constant 
They are giving place more and more 
to autos, trucks and tractors. In 
Connecticut, Rhode Island and Ver- 
mont, the price is slightly above last 
year, while in Massachusetts, New- 
Hampshire, and (be United States 
there Is a small decrease; and in 
Maine no change. 

Milch cows show a small gain in 
numbers in the United States, Maine 
and Connecticut; a small decrease in 
New Hampshire, Vermont ami Mas- 
sachusetts with no change in Rhode 
Island from last year. The strong 
demand for dairy cows, especially 
good ones, hns eveywhere caused 
quite noticeable gains in prices. Pure 
breds and good milkers are generally 
in good demand; but poor milkers 
find a slow market in most rases. 

Other Neat Cattle have decreased 
somewhat from last year in the 
United States, increased slightly in 
Maine, Massachusetts. Rhode Island, 
and Connecticut, while remaining 
about steady in New Hampshire and 
Vermont. They show a small price 
decline in the United States and 
Maine but rather marked gain else- 
where. Short stocks of hay and too 
many young stock in parts of Main© 
and in a few other places forced sales 
at lower prices. 

Sheep have decreased from last 
year slightly in the United States, 
Vermont and Rhode Island, while 
Raining considerable numbers In 
Maine. New Hampshire, Massachu- 
setts and Connecticut. Prices have 
decreased generally except in Mas- 
sachusetts, where a small increase Is 
noted. 

Swine have decreased somewhat in 
tlie United States tlie past year; but 
throughout New England, except 
1 ermont there is substantial or 
marked increase in numbers. A con- 
siderable surplus is reported from 
many sections; and the market for 
local hogs has been rather weak and 
market r"lces unsatisfactory to 
farmers in view of the high grain 
prices.

Importance of food study. 
Then* lire a few general 
principles which If homo 
» In mind when supplying 
yj 1 the food for the family, 
_ I will feed them correctly. 
First in Importance Is 
***8 1 J Hit' point that all fam- 
ilies differ as to needs. 
The man who works nt hard labor 
out of doors can eat, digest and as- 
similate foods that would injure one 
who Is an Inactive Indoor worker. A 
growing child who Is very active will 
consume and enro for as much food 
ns the average man, because h« Is 
making a framework and is cover- 
ing that frame with good, healthy 
muscles. Food supplies the body with 
what it needs for growth and for en- 
ergy. There nre certain elements 
which nre required to support life} 
many of them In very small quanti- 
ties are found In the body, but If these 
are lacking the health begins to break. 
These elements are carbon, oxygen 
nltogen, sulphur, phosphorus, Iron, 
calcium, potassium, sodium and sev- 
eral others in small amounts. The 
foodstuffs which furnish these ele- 
ments nre: 

Examples of the different classes of 
foods : 

Proteins — which yield carbon, hy- 
drogen, oxygen, sulphur uud some- 
times iron and phosphorus. 

Proteins — lean meats, fish, eggs, 
milk, cheese and pens, beans and lentils. 

Fats — fat of meat, butter, cream, 
vegetable oils, nuts and yolk of eggs. 

Carbohydrates — rice and other ce- 
reals, potatoes, other starchy vegeta- 
bles, fruits, honey and sugar. 

Mineral matter — fruits, green veg- 
etables, meat, milk, whole wheat and 
other grains, egg yolk, water. 

Fats — which yield carbon, hydro- 
gen and oxygen — these nre the heat- 
producing foods. In winter we nee.d 
more of such food to keep up thi 
body heat. 

Carbohydrates — which yield carbon, 
hydrogen and oxygen, whose mole- 
cules are in different arrangement 
than in fnts. These yield energy in 
the most economical form.

Chicken Pancakes. — 

kill II R onl °ve all bits of white 

lSvmL ,nont on tlie frmne- 
work of roast chicken. 
Take the hones, skin and 
CL" , giblets of the fowl anil 

ns much chicken broth as 
will cover the whole. 
Water may be used if 
there is no broth. Add an onion, cut 
tine, a piece of carrot and simmer an 
hour or two. Strain, remove the fnt 
and thicken with flour and butter 
cooked together. Remove from the 
fire and stir In the yolks of two eggs 
bent up with the Juice of half a lemon. 
Pour this sauce over the prepared 
chicken and let It get cold. Make two 
very thin pancakes, cut out of them 
eight pieces five Inches long and four 
Inches wide and put them aside. 
Spread the pieces of pancake on a big 
dish and cover each with thin-sliced 
cooked bacon. On the bacon set a lnrge 
tablespoonful of the minced chicken, 
fold the pancake over, seal with a lit- 
tle beaten egg white, crumb them and 
hake a pale brown in a well-buttered 
dish. . Serve hot on a napkin. 

Philadelphia Butter Buns.— Make n 
sponge of one cake of compressed 
yeast, one-fourth of a cupful of water, 
one cupful of scalded milk and one 
and one-half cupfuls of bread flour. 
When light ndd one-fourth cupful of 
butter, melted, two egg yolks, one-half 
teaspoonful of salt, the grated rind of 
a lemon and aboirt two cupfuls of Hour. 
Knead until smooth and elastic. Cover 
close and set aside to double in bulk. 
Turn upside down on a board, roll into 
a rectangular' sheet, spread with soft- 
ened butter, dredge with sugar and 
cinnamon and sprinkle with currants 
and roll ns a Jelly roll. Cut Into inch 
pieces an inch and a quarter long. This 
amount will make 1G buns. Butter the 
pan in which they nre to be baked, 
dredge well with brown sugar and 
place the buns. When light, bake care- 
fully not to burn on the bottom. The 
sugar and butter should glaze the bot- 
tom of the buns. Three or four tnble- 
spoonfuls of butter and half a cupful 
of brown sugar will be needed for the 
bottom of the pan. 

Creole Pralines. — Stir three cupfuls 
of granulated sugar and one cupful of 
thin cream or milk und two tnblespoon- 
fuls of butter. Boll without stirring 
to the soft ball stage. Cook over the 
fire In a smooth saucepan one cupful 
of sugnr until it is caramelized. Four 
the first mixture Into the caramel and 
let It boil up once. Take from the fire 
and beat until thick, adding at the last 
moment three or four cupfuls of pecan 
meats. Drop by spoonfuls on buttered 
marble to cool.

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

If you live In the country nnd your 
family likes mutton but is inclined to 
grow tired of it before n whole 
carcass can he utilized, why not euro 
nnd smoko the legs and shoulders? 
Many farmers hesitate to kilt a sheep 
or lamb because the family tires of it. 
or a part of the meat spoils before the 
entire carcass is consumed. 

By curing and smoking n part of the 
eareass may be used as fresh meat 
and the remainder used at a later 
date. 

Farm-killed lamb or mutton Is usual- 
ly one of tiie cheapest nnd nt the same 
time one of the most wholesome of 
meats, but it lias never been served 
so extensively on the country table as 
in the city. One reason for this, doubt- 
less, hits been lack of knowledge of 
when cold-storage 


Allow three days’ euro for each 
pound In a leg or shoulder; nlso three 
days for small pieces. For example, 
a 10-pound leg will take GO days. The 
brine should lie made the day before It 
is used, so that it will be cool. All the 
Ingredients are poured Into the water 
and boiled until thoroughly mixed. 
1 ’lace the legs on the bottom of the 
container, shoulders next; the small 
outs should be on top. Bo sure to 
weight down with a stone or brick. 
Iron should not ho used, ns It will 
rust. Four In the brine, nnd lie sure It 
covers the meat thoroughly. In otio 
week pour off the brine nnd change 
the meat, placing the top meat on the 
bottom nnd bottom meat on top, then 
pour back the brine. Repeat this op- 
eration nt weekly Intervals. If the 
pickle becomes ropey, take out all the 
meat nnd wash It and the container 
thoroughly. Boll the ropey pickle— or, 
better, make new pickle. If the old 
pickle is boiled, It should be strained 
before boiling. • 

When each piece of meat hns re- 
ceived the proper cure take It out of 
the pickle, string, and bang In the 
smokehouse. The temperature of the 
srflokehouse should not exceed 125 
degrees F. Smoke the meat until It 
hns a good chestnut color. 

It 1ms been found more convenient 
in preparing meats In this manner to 
brine-cure the light pieces and dry- 
cure all the larger pieces. The reason 
for this Is that the smaller pieces will 
shrink considerably, nnd, If dry-cured, 
leave only n comparatively small por- 
tion of meat. 

Dry-Cured Meat # 

Dry-cured meat is better for futuro 
use than the brine-cured und means 
less work. Danger from rats und 
other vermin Is less In the ense of 
brine-cured meat. Both methods of 
curing will be successful If enro is 
taken to see that encli operation Is 
properly executed. Following Is the 
method or dry-curing. 

For each 100 pounds of meat, use: 
r pounds salt 2 ounces saltpeter 

8 pounds of BUgar 2 ounces red pepper 
or sirup 2 ounces black pep- 

per 

Mix all Ingredients thoroughly, then 
rub the mixture over the meat well 
nnd pack It away in a box or on a 
table. Allow one and one-lmlf days’ 
cure for each pound the pieces of 
meat average. After the meat bus 
cured, hang it in the smokehouse.

Cure Shoulders and Legs. 

The farmer who slaughters two 
lambs or mature sheep In place of one 
of the hogs that be usually butchers 
at home, nnd who cures the shoulders 
•and legs, can provide the family table 
with meat variety at little cost and 
trouble. 

Land) or mutton Is ns easily cured 
nnd smoked as Is pork and produces a 
product similar to ham, according to 
specialists In the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, who have been 
conducting experiments In the curing 
and smoking of these meats. The cured 
meat can bo cooked In any or all 
of the ways thnt cured pork shoulders 
and hums nre cooked, and adds variety 
to the farm table. 

The first essential thing In curing Is 
to make sure the meat is thoroughly 
cooled. Meat should never be frozen, 
either prior to or during the period of 
curing. The proper time to begin cur- 
ing Is when the meat Is thoroughly 
cooled and still fresh. Twenty-four to 
thirty-six hours after killing Is the op- 
portune time. 

Brine-Cured Meat. 

Many different formulas may be 
used for curing mutton by the brine 
method, but the recipe given below, If 
followed closely, will give good results. 

For each 100 pounds of meat use: 

7 pounds salt 2 ounces saltpeter 

pounds sugar or 4Vi gallons water 

sirup

Use a large 
earthen bean pot. 
Cut up In small 
pieces two 
pounds of beef, 
cover with cold water, season with 
salt and pepper and place In the oven. 
Cook two hours, then add two cupfuls 
of shredded cabbage, four largo pota- 
toes sliced, two onions sliced, one 
hunch of celery cut fine. Add hot 
wnter and seasonings nnd cook anoth- 
er hour, strain nnd serve hot. The 
beef and vegetables may be ground 
for hash and the soup Is especially 
good. 

Plmiento Bisque. — Take throe pints 
of chicken stock, one-lmlf cupful of 
cooked rice, six canned red peppers 
put through n rioer, two teaspoonfuls 
of suit, half u teaspoonful of tabasco 
suuce und one-half cupful of crcum. 

Fillets of Veal. — Divide a loin of 
veal steak into ns many portions ns 
will be needed; pound nnd season with 
salt, pepper nnd u bit of powdered 
sage. Roll each nnd fasten securely 
with wooden toothpleks. Roll each 
fillet In crumbs, then In egg und 
crumbs again, suit and repeut the egg 
and crumbing. Run a slmrp wire 
skewer through the fillets and sus- 
pend them over a pun in the oven, 
hasting often with chicken fat or but- 
ter. They will have a delicious 
flavor when cooked. Garnish with 
parsley. 

Tomato Salad. — An extremely pret- 
ty salad Is the following: Feel und 
cut tomatoes into eights without sepa- 
rating t lie sections; place on u leaf 
of lettuce uud till the centers with 
pearl onions. Serve with French dress- 
ing to which has been added chopped 
green peppers. 

Spanish Chops. — Gush French chops 
to the bone and fill with the follow- 
ing stuffing : Six tablespoonfuls of 
bread crumbs, three tablespoonfuls of 
minced Lolled bum. two tublespoou- 
fuls of mushrooms and two tublespoou- 
fuls of butter. Roll lu egg and 
crumbs and fry In deep fat until well 
browned. 

A few spoonfuls of chopped meat 
especially those of high tlavnr like 
ham will season a dish of rice or maca- 
roni. mashed potato or hominy for a 
family of four or five.

the stopping of all waste of food in 
our homes und substituting other 
foods for those which ure less plenti- 
ful. This cun be done without sacri- 
ficing health or strength. 

If a veal loaf or any kind of meat 
loaf Is wrapped in oiled paper before 
baking It will save a loss of lluvor and 
Juices with no bard crust. 

An emergency tilling for sandwlrhes 
for two or three people can be made 
from half u Jelly gluss of chopped 
meat. 

A tablespoonful of molasses udded 
to griddle-cake butter will muke them 
Itrowu nicely. 

Keep a small bottle of caramelized 
sugar to color gravies. Brown sugar in 
a clean, smooth frying pun until a 
lurk brown, add boiling water to dis- 
solve the sugar und bottle the liquid. 
A few drops will color a bowl of gravy. 

To remove the smull feathers from 
gume dip the bird after picking it as 
well as possible In melted purafiin ; the 
wax when cool will come off with the 
small pinfeathers. The purafiin may 
be melted uud strained and used aguiu 
and uguln. 

Honey muy be used In many dishes 
In place of augur; Is fine In cuke und 
rookies, makes good griddle cake simp 
and candy ; In fact Is an all-round good 


Flavorings, like most other grocer- 
ies. have advanced in price. A home- 
made flavoring which Is not new but 
which Is cheap nnd always delicious 
Is caramel. Its more frequent use is 
recommended by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture kitchen to 
those who wish to economize. It muy 
be used successfully In eusturds, Ice 
creams, and many other desserts. 

To make caramel flavoring, place 
one cupful of sugar In an Iron sauce- 
pun. Heat It until well browned, stir- 
ring constantly even after the dish has 
been taken from the fire and until the 
danger of burning is pust. Before the 
mixture hardens add one-fourth cupful 
of hot water and cook the mixture 
until It Is about the consistency of 
thick sirup. Bottle and save for use 
when needed. 


Various Vegetables and Meats Can Be 
Baked in Oven and Cereals Can 
Be Cooked in Double Boiler 
on Top of Stove. 


When a slow fire is needed all day 
to heat a kitchen, select foods that re- 
quire long, slow cooking. Beans, peas, 
and rousts ean he baked In the oven 
and cereals can be rooked la a double 
boiler on the top of the stove. 

In broiling over a coal or wood fire 
put the broiler through the door over 
the fire hox instead of taking off the 
lids and cooling the fire. 

Use double broilers, steamers, and 
compartment vessels which fit over 
one burner on a gas or oil stove. 

Kggs or smull vegetable# may be 
cooked In the bottom part of the 
boiler while cereuia are cooked in the 
upper part, according to U. S. depart- 
ment of agriculture specialists. 

A colunder or wire basket fitted 
over a saucepan makes a good steam- 
er. Vegetables, such as carrots, muy 
be steumtxl la the colander while pota- 
toes are boiled In the sau c e p an. 

For slow cooking on a gus stove use 
a simmering burner. When soups and 
foods require long cooking, but keep 
well, cook them In large quuntitlea. 

Turn out the gas when It is not 
needed. Matches are cheaper than 
gas. 

Turn the Hume down after the ladl- 
ing point Is reached. Water boiling 
fast is no hotter than water bolllug 
slowly.

Silk sweater-coats nnd sinocks are 
often finished with knotted silk fringe 
In bright colors with silk girdles to 
match.

MORE THAN USUALLY WARM 

Sailors Declare the Gulf Stream It 
Outdoing Itself at This Season, 
for Some Rearon. 

Marine men blame the Gulf stream 
for the summer weather prevailing 
nh-ng the Atlantic const. They sn,v the 
wnter of the Gulf stream is almost 
boiling. 

In Norfolk, Va . the temporal nri 
wa« St? degrees. A hundred miles out 
to sen just before the Gulf strenm Is 
rendied the temperature wns 101, nr- 
eerdlug to Informntion brought there 
by murine men. Within one day's run 
from Norfolk by wnter there wns n 
difference of nearly 40 degrees in the 
temperature. It wns so hot in Hie Gulf 
stream, marine men said. It was nl- 
most tinhen dde to remain on deck 
during the day. 

Vessels passing through the peculiar 
water during the day say the weather 
I« hotter Hum they have ever experi- 
enced before. A difference In the tem- 
perature of the wnter dipped from the 
Gulf stream with buckets from ships 
with thnl of the ocean Itself Is the 
difference, marine men report, be- 
tween moderately cool wnter nnd that 
warm enough almost to poach an egg. 
The Gulf stream wnter is lighter Ilian 
the remainder of the ocean and when 
first dipped foams and bubbles like 
water Just on the point of boiling. 

It was reported that an American 
destroyer would go out to the Gulf 
stream with a party of experts for the 
purpose of making observations for 
use by the government and to ascer- 
tain If reports brought In by merchant 
ships are authentic.

Charles H. C. Parker, for many 
years a barber In the Odd Fellows 
building at South Weymouth, died on 
Sunday.

After a year 
and one-half in the rankp he was pro- 
moted to clerk in the Paymaster’s De- 
partment and served until the dose 
of the war. 

Mr. Parker served as a barber for j 
65 years, conducting shops in New 
York and Ohio, and for 18 years car- 
ried on business at the corner of j 
Beach and Lincoln streets. Boston. He 
came to South Weymouth 30 years i 
ago nnd until a short time ago con- 
ducted a barber slijip In Odd Fellows j 
building. 

In 1860 Mr. Parker married Miss j 
Anna Moore of Thompsonville, Conn. 1 
Of the eight children horn to Mr. and 
Mrs. Parker four are now living. 
Charles H. (’. Parker Jr., of Provi-j 
dence, R. I„ Frank Parker, Miss Ella 
A. Parker and Mrs. Edith Parker Lully 
of South Weymouth. 

When Mr. Parkier began business 
the price for shaving was 614 cents, 
hair cut 12V6 cents, curling 50 cents 
for men and $1 for women, dyeing $5 
for men. $10 for women.

PROBLEMS FACING 
STRICKEN WORLD 

Shall Chaos or Reconstruction 
in Europe Follow the Great 
World War? 

NEW, GREAT FORCES AT WORK 


Demand for New Order of Thing* Js 
Universal and Reactionaries Merely 

Swell the Rising Tide of 

Discontent. 

Article IV. 

By FRANK COMERFORD. 

Tin* most obvious thing In Europe Is 
the changed attitude of the people, 
nnd .vet there nre tunny, particularly 
In the conservative, employing class, 
who refuse to see. There are none so 
Mind us these. While they close their 
eyes nnd tulnds to the obvious, the 
change goes on. It Is not Idle rhetor- 
ic to say tlmt new great forces are at 
work, of course you cannot see the 
forces any more than you can see the 
grnss growing, lint you can see the 
effects. You can measure the charac- 
ter of the forces. 

Everywhere 1 found people talking 
about a new Order. Men separated 
by hundreds of miles nre thinking and 
talking the same Ideas. It startled 
me to hear the same ideas up in the 
Balkans that I had heard In France 
and England. 1 did not meet any one 
wlo\ was able to give me a clear, com- 
plete meaning of the phrase, hut It Is 
on the lips of everyone. It has n 
meaning, and time will produce a plan. 
The people are forward looking — they 
are thinking, waiting for something to 
happen. They have faith that It will 
happen and that It will bring great 
food to the human race. Every one 
seems confident that some great com- 
pensation must and will come out of 
the siege of suffering through which 
they have passed. If they were not 
so earnest, so sane, so determined 
about it I should have Interpret'd 
their enthusiasm as fantasy. 

A meaningless minority of reaction- 
aries scorn and scoff at all talk of a 
new Order. Those nre the backward- 
looking men of big business, the stand- 
patters in politics. They are out of 
touch with the times; they think the 
real world Is the little circle In which 
they iive. They are the barnacles on 
big business. They smugly set down 
nil talk of change ns bolshevism. 
Fortunately the real leaders of busi- 
ness are breaking away from this 
point of view. Progressive, human and 
open minded, they see and know tlmt 
unrest Is a problem and that It must 
be solved. They are paying heed to 
the complaints of the workers. They 
admit that there is justice back of the 
complaints. Instead of arguing coer- 
cion. they are talking concession. They 
know a change has come, they want 
to meet It. 

New Order Must Come. 

A new Order will come. The one 
question that is bothering the minds 
of men who are awake to the change 
is. will It come through revolution or 
through evolution. The greatest friend 
of revolution is the stubborn employ- 
er who refuses to see the change, ac- 
cepts things as they are, and insists 
upon the use of force as the only cure 
for unrest. 

Money is a gross thing when com- 
pared with human life. To mention 
Europe’s hiiancial losses In the same 
breath with her dead and wounded, 
seems sordid, but it is an everyday 
world and in it money has its logical 
place. Since the war some people are 
thinking that money has had too im- 
portant a place in the world. It bus 
been charged with pushing man out of 
his place, hut hills must he paid and 
Europe needs money. The war cost 
billions and billions of dollars. Mil- 
lions of men had to he chid and shod, 
billions and billions of cartridges and 
shells. rUles, cannons, airplanes, ships, 
were made. Europe owes the money. 
How will she pay It; where will she 
get Itl It is u question that even the 
wisest and most optimistic of men in 
Europe hesitate to answer. Some 
wonder, is there iu answer? 

Europe has borrowed until her in- 
terest charge today is almost as large 
us her whole cost of governmental ad- 
ministration was a few years ago. 1 
heard Lloyd George say that England 
faced a yearly interest charge of three 
hundred million pounds. Another offi- 
cial told me that this Interest charge 
thut England must pay each year Is 
nearly one hundred million imunds a 
year larger than the cost of adminis- 
tration was at the time of the Boer 
war. Only the other du.v her interest 
was due uu some loans from the United 
States and she was forced to default, 
and our goverumeut charged the In- 
terest to the priuci[ial and passed the 
day of payment ou. In the meautime 
the pound is going down iu value. 
When 1 was ou the Continent It had 
reached $-1.14. Today it U under $3>7, 
and steadily going dowu. 

France is lu even a worse plight. 
The hunks are loaded with government 
paper. She has made no provision 
by taxation to pay her debt. 1 was 
told on every baud that any effort to 
Unloose a tax would bring on a revolu- 
tion. It is said that her debt has 
reached the startling figure of S(>40 
for every matt, woman aud child in 
tlie country. When 1 left Cherbourg 
to sail for America a regulation had 
been put lu'o effect prohibiting auy 
•n« leaving France from taking money 


with him. either metal or paper money. 
In excess of a thousand francs, nnd 
on thnt dny you could huy nlmost nine 
francs for nn Amerlcnn dollar. Can 
France pny? The figures prove France 
Insolvent Her officials nnd her men 
of prominence say she ennnot pay. 
Her war debt Is enormous. 

Poverty on Every Side. 

Itnly Is as bankrupt ns France. A 
forced lonn temporarily heid the Urn 
from losing nil of Its value. Her war 
debt threatens the throne. 

In the new Bnlkan countries we find 
no gold reserve, little hut poverty. In 
Czechn-Slovnkln the government closed 
the borders for ten days, commanded 
the people to bring their money to the 
hnnks where stamps w«ere put on the 
hills. When they brought their money 
they were given 50 -per cent of It 
hack nnd receipts for The balance. In 
this way the government cut down 
the volume of paper money 50 per 
cent. Even after this was done In the 
city of Prague I bought kronens for 
less than two cents a piece. 

Iu Poland every kind and species of 
pnper money is In circulation. Her 
frontiers have not been fixed by the 
pence table, nnd the profiteers In 
money smuggling have dumped the 
worthless paper of Europe into Po- 
land. In October I was In Warsaw 
and my recollection Is thnt the mark 
was worth about two cents In Amer- 
ican money. Poland has no metal 
money. She hasn’t a gold reserve. 
Her struggle to get credit to keep her 
people from dying by the millions 
from hunger and cold Is pitiful. 

Austria is penniless, proverty-strlck- 
en. Vienna Is n city of ghosts, list- 
less, pepless, human beings. They 
drag their feet after them. Their 
heads are bent between their shoul- 
ders. The kronen was worth n cent 
when I was there in September, and 
even at that price there was prac- 
tically nothing to huy. Austrin In her 
extremity, her people starving, peti- 
tioned the pence table for the priv- 
ilege of selling her art treasures and 
heirlooms. The plea was to exchange 
them for bread and coal. Necessity 
prompted the plea. The peace table 
refused the permission, holding that 
those things of value might he the 
only collateral out of which the al- 
lies could collect the Indemnity. 

Europe’s debt Is her crown of 
thorns, ns her dead Is her cross. Un- 
rest is her Calvary. A new Order is 
her hope — her resurrection. 

Facing Gigantic Task. 

Europe Is not dying; she Is ex- 
hausted, tortured, confused. She is 
trying to find herself. She is putting 
nil of her remaining strength Into the 
effort. The tusk before her is stupen- 
dous. She must rebuild her house. 
She must nurse her wounded, care for 
her cripples. She bus counted her 
losses, inventoried her possessions. 

The past must bury its dead. To- | 
morrow Is for the living. Today she : 
Is planning for the tomorrow. She j 
must repair her house, put it In or- j 
dor. To understand her work, to 
know her plans, to feel her problem, 
it is necessary to know her thoughts. 

Unrest Is frightening her. Fear is 
keeping her from work. It Is causing I 
her to worry. With all her soul she 
Is pleading to the rich and powerful 
to become as little children again, j 
her children. She Is telling them that 1 
the fate of the family Is at stake, that 
they must make concessions to their , 
more unfortunate brothers. She is 
trying to make them understand that 
they nre brothers. Many of them 
have forgotten the relationship. When 
she urges them to stop wrangling nnd 
quarreling she is pleading for tlielr j 
common good, the family welfare. She 
Is warning against the danger of jus- j 
tlce too long denied, of unrest too long 
pent up. She Is translating the mut- 
terings and mumblings of the discon- 
tented. She knows the complaint in j 
their hearts, she sympathizes, she uu- 
derst mala. 

This was Europe ns I saw her in 
her black rags arising from the war.

GOOSE MEAT IS NUTRITIOUS 


Fowls Will Be Found Profitable In 
Regions of Cheap Land and 
Abundant Pasturage. 

If the goose of the fntde wns able 
to lay a golden egg there Is no reason 
why her progeny of the present era 
Cannot repeat this miracle In a more 
concrete form. Goose meat Is nutri- 
tious nnd palatable and not greasy 
when properly cooked, nnd nn exten- 
sion of goose raising In Ihe regions 
of ohenp land where pnsturnge Iw 
abundant Is n suggested source of 
chenper meat. 

Geese are raised chiefly In ttie South 
nnd middle West, Kentucky, Tennes- 
see, Missouri nnd Arkansas being tho 
chief supply sources. During the dec- 
ade ending In 1010 the total number of 
geese declined 22 per cent, largely be- 
cause of the Inck of cheap pasture 
and the limited demand for goose 
feathers nnd goose flesh. 

The Toulouse, Kmden, Chinese nnd 
African are Ihe most popular Ameri- 
can breeds of geese, the first two 
grently lending the others. Occasion- 
ally the eggs are used for cooking, but 
generally geese nrc kept only for meat 
nnd fenflier production. Practically 
nll tho geese In this country are raised 
In small floeks on general farms, some 
men making a specialty of collecting 
large numbers of geese and fatten- 
ing them for a few weeks before they 
are killed. As grass makes up the 
bulk of feed for geese, it Is doubt- 
ful whether It pays to raise them un- 
less good grass range Is available dur- 
ing the summer. A pool of water for 
bathing nnd recreational purposes is 
also a desirable feature. 

Tho market for geest* Is not so gen- 
eral ns for chickens. This point should 
he considered In undertaking the rais- 
ing of geese. The demand nnd th» 
price paid for geese art* usually good 
In sections whore goose fattening is 
conducted on n large scale. 

Geese are hardy birds and need shel- 
ter only In tin* worst weather. An 
empty shed or an old barn usually is 
satisfactory for this purpose. From 
4 to 23 gcoso may he kept on an acre 
of land, although under most condi- 
tions ten Is a fair average. Wherever 
possible tho geese should have free

South- 
ern plantation owners keep geese to 
kill tlu* weeds In the cotton fields. 

The eggs may he hatched by either 
hens or geese. Some breeders prefer 
to raise nil the goslings under hens, 
ns geese sometimes become difficult to 
manage when allowed to hatch and 
rear their young. The period of In- 
cubation of goose eggs varies from 28 
to 30 days. 

Goslings do not need food until 
they are twenty-four to thirty-six 
hours old, when they should he fed 
| one of the mashes recommended for 
i chickens or goslings, or a mash or 
dough of two-thirds shorts (middlings) 
and one-third cornmeal, which can 
be made of equal parts shorts and 
cornmeal, with 5 per cent of beef 
1 scrap added after the goslings are 
six weeks old. Bread and milk make 
an excellent feed for young gosljngs. 
Fine grit or sharp sand should also 
be available In cold weather. 

Most geese breeders do not confine 
' their geese for fattening, but fetal 
them freely a few weeks on u fattening 
ration before they are to he marketed. 
The geese may he confined for two or 
three weeks aud fattened, but some 
green fetal or vegetables should he 
added to tiie ration.

■WHEN KNIGHTS WERE BOLD’ 


Days of the Tournament and the Joust 
Must Have Been Some Pretty 
Lively "Scraps." 


Tho national sports of Europe were 
for a long time confined to tourna- 
ments and jousts, most of which were 
participated in by nobility, with the 
king as spectator. 

The tournaments saw companies of 
from five to a dozen knights ranged 
against each other in the field, with 
judges to see that t lie regularly set 
rules he observed. The plan of each 
contestant wns to unhorse the other 
by a Mow with a blunt lance received 
full from in fropt. A knight thrown 
by a side blow was considered the vic- 
tor fn that it showed poor horseman- 
ship on the part of the other. . 

The joust was entirely different 
from the tournament, being virtually 
a duel, and usually a fight to death. 
Knights seeking to fasten themselves 
to a saddle and thus save themselves 
from being thrown, were deprived of 
knighthood. The knight was permitted 
to wear an outer garment over his ar- 
mor, thus lending a gay appearance to 
tiie contending forces.

HELP THE POND HOME 

Mrs. J. A. Cushing, president of the 
Kings Daughters Union of Weymouth 
has forwarded the Gazette and Tran- 
script the following appeal for the 
Pond Home at Pondvllle which is 
worthy of support: 

Twenty-one years ago. eight ladles, 
members of the King's Daughters’ 
circles, saw the great need of a home 
for the aged in Norfolk! County. These 
were: Mrs. Mary’ M. Sawtelle, Mrs. 
Helen M. Dean, Mrs. Gertrude W. 
Wright, Mrs. Mary C. Elliott, Miss 
Mathilda H. Richardson, all of Uead- 
ville; Mrs. Clara J. Marsh, Needham; 
Mrs. Etta E. Rolmrt, Brookline, and 
Miss Leila A. Miller. Quincy. 

Because of the enthusiasm of these 
women, members of other circles in 
the county became interested in work- 
ing! for this object. 

On April 5, 1898, a charter was 
granted to a corporation to be known 
as the “Kings Daughters and Sons 
Home for the Aged of Norfplk County. 

On April 21. 1900, Mr. Virgil Pond 
of Foxboro presented to the corpora- 
tion his old homestead in Pondville 
with 8*4 acres of land. Two years 
were then spent in securing funds 
sufficient for alterations and furnish- 
ings. 

On June 3, 1902, the home was for- 
mally dedicated, with remarks by Mrs. 
Mary Sawtelle, president of the cor- 
poration, and an address by the Rev. 
Edward Everett Hale, whose book, 
"Ten Times One is Ten,” furnished 
the Inspiration for the starting of the 
society known as “King's Daughters 
Circles.” 

Five were admitted to the home at 
its opening — two men and three wo- 
men, two of whom were beneficiaries 
for 15 years. 

In 1907 a large wing was built, and 
later other additions, making it pos- 
sible for the home to accomodate 
about twenty people. Each year in 
June, one day has been set apart as 
"Donation day" when substantial gifts 
have been received, and always an 
entertaining program arranged, and 
also nt the holiday season some form 
of entertainment is given to the home 
family. At all times visitors are warm- 
ly welco'ned. 

Situated as the homo is. in a small, 
quiet milage, outside attractions are 
few. Therefore any pleasures fum- 
i' hod by interested friends are espe- 
cially appreciated. At one of the lioll- 
■ day gatherings an old lady whose lap 
was being filled with gifts turned to 
her neighbor and said. "Is this Heav- 
en?” Quite recently a romance cul- 
minating in marriage lias taken place 
in the home, which, while unusual, 
has proved a happy situation for two 
lonely people. Friends in Norfolk 
county have given generously in the 
past toward the support of this home, 
and until thp present year all indebt- 
edness has been met and an endow- 
ment fund of $26,000 secured. Now, 
however owing to the increased cost 
of living, the trustees find themselves 
unable to meet expenses. 

They are making this statement 
and appeal at this time, trusting that 
those ignorant of this work may be- 
come interested and glad to contribute 
to a home which is striving to make 
happy some of the aged ones in Nor- 
folk county 

The Board of Trustees are trying to 
get some necessary equipment for the 
Home, and they urge all who feel 
that they can so do, to help towards 
buying an electric washing machine.

Never before has the town expend- 
ed so much in any one storm, or in 
fact in any winter as since the recent 
blizzard. On Monday, the pay roll 
was bo large that a squad of police 
were on duty at the Town Offices 
nearly all day. Town Accountant 
.Cushing paid out on Monday nearly 
912,000 to snow shovelers, carrying 
the total to about $15,000 and more 
work has been done since. 

Some people have been inclined to 
criticise so large an expenditure as 
rockless. They say that Weymouth 
has done more than surrounding towns 
and that many of the streets would 
have been as passable if nothing had 
been done. But there are tnoze who 
criticise, and say the town should 
have removed snow here and there 
which has not been done. 

Several of the Weymouth car lines 
have been out of commission since 
the big blizzard of Feb. 5 and 6, over 
two weeks. Considering the circum- 
stances, the rails covered with Ice the 
entire distance, good progress has 
been made this week In opening the 
line from Lincoln Square to South 
Weymouth, but as the work has to be 
done with picks only about half the 
mileage has been uncovered. 

Only spasmodic efforts have been 
made to ojpen the Pleasant street 
route between South Weymouth and 
East Weymouth. Quite a stretch of 
rail was uncovered from Columbian 
Square, a little at Lovells Corner, and 


some at other points near East Wey- 
mouth. A car has been stalled on 
Pleasant street for the post two week*. 
Volunteers are wanted on Saturday, 
Sunday and the holiday to open this 
entire route. 

The East Weymouth-Hlngham route 
Is still buried beneath the snow and 
ice. 

Cars are running on schedulo be- 
tween East Weymouth and the Brain- 
tree depot, and from East Weymouth 
to North Weymouth and Quincy, but 
the formation of new ice almost dally 
has made it necessary to do consider- 
able work. 

Little has been done toward open- 
ing the Quincy avenuo line between 
Bast Braintree and Quincy, on which 
cars have been stalled since Feb. 5. 

Not until Wednesday was an at- 
tempt made to dig out the freight 
cars which have been snowbound in 
the Weymouth freight yard' since 
Thursday, Feb. 5. Not a freight car 
had come in or gone out lu the two 
weeks. The situation was much the 
same at East Weymouth. 

A coal famine 1 b threatening. One 
dealer has only pea coal, and another 
is limiting deliveries to families hav- 
ing sickness. 

The grade schools were closed only 
two dayH. but the High school was not 
reopened until Monday of this week. 
i\lany pupils, especially from South 
Weymouth, have been unable to at-

Square House That Is Economical to 
Build and Is Beautified by qn Un- 
usual Front Porch — Conven- 
iently Arranged.

Combining benuty nnd low cost Is 
always tho nlm of architects. One of 
tho methods of accomplishing this 
most desirable result Is to tnke a 
square home that Is economical to 
build because of Its straight walls 
nnd add an artistic porch. 

This ijns been the method the archi- 
tect followed In designing (he brick 
house shown In the nccotnpnnylng Il- 
lustration. Tho house Itself Is 30 by 
40 feet G Inches, without a break in 
the rectangle. However, the addition 
of the pergola roof porch Ims made 
this nn unusually desirable home 
building design. The roof of the porch 
Is set on Colonial columns and brick 
piers for the corners. Above, the hip 
roof nnd Its dormer window add to 
the attractiveness of the home. 

Nine good rooms nre shown on the 
floor plans for this house. Down- 
stnlrs there nre living, dining rooms, 
kitchen nnd one bedroom; upstairs 
nre five bedrooms, bnth nnd sleeping 
porch. 

The entrance nt one end of the 
porcli lends Into a stair hall.

PLANTS ON CITY LAMP-POSTS 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Director General Hines nnd the 
hends of the railway unions failed to 
;reneh nn agreement ns to wages, and 
the whole matter was pnssed on to 
President Wilson for Ids decision of 
the final attitude of the government. 
The possibility of a general railway 
strike and consequent paralysis of In- 
dustry loomed big, despite the asser- 
tion of the lenders of the four hrotlier- 
! hoods that no such move wns being 
j considered yet. 

Mr. Hines, after ninny days of con- 
ference with the Iribor chiefs, came 
the conclusion thnt, though the 
workers may be entitled to more pay 
under existing living conditions. It Is 
economically Impossible for the rail- 
way administration to grant the In- 
creases In view of the fact that feder- 
al control comes to an end on March 
1. It was believed In Washington 
that the president would sustain Mr. 
Hines and appeal to the railway un- 
ions to submit their demands to the 
wage adjustment hoards provided for 
In the pending railway legislation. The 
unions, however, do not seem to have 
jinny faith In such tribunals, and feel 
[that they will have no chance after 
(the roads have been returned to 
private ownership. 

Everyone concerned In the matter 
directly feels that the union elilefs 
have been very courteous and have 
shown a genuine desire to avoid seri- 
ous trouble. It Is to be expected that 
some strikes will follow if the presi- 
dent decides against tile workers, hut 
there has been no threat of u general 
(strike. One,, such strike already has 
been ordered. The maintenance of 
[way employees und shop laborers have 
been directed to quit work on Febru- 
ary 17. Their president, Allen C. 
Barker, said, however, thut the sub- 
mission of the controversy to Presi- 
dent Wilson might avert this, as It was 
at Mr. Wilson’s request that the strike 
plans made last August were held In 
abeyance while the government tried 
to lower the cost of living. Since It 
mainly fulled in this, said Mr. Barker, 
he felt Mr. Wilson would afford the 
men the relief they had asked. This 
may he so. but official statistics do 
not hear out the claims of the main* 
'tenance of way workers. Since 1913 
their wuges have Increased on the av- 
erage 106 per cent, while the cost of 
living In the same time has gone up 
83.1 per cent. It la not surprising, how- 
ever, that the workers should Join in 
the geueral grabfest. Since the war 
began there has been no greater prof- 
iteer than organized labor, but the 
capitalist, big and small, set the ex- 
ample and led the way. 

In Ktiusas the maintenance of way 
men have been officially warned that 
their ccuteiuplated strike will be In 
vlolatlou of that state's new Indus- 
trial court law. 


Hungary’s representatives went to 
Paris to present their country’s an- 
swer to the peace treaty. It was un- 
derstood they would protest especially 
against the financial clauses, on the 
ground that It would be utterly Impos- 
sible for Hungary to make the pay- 
ments demanded. As for Austria, 
starving and freezing, she Is still beg- 
ging some millionaires or wealthy na- 
tions to come to her rescue, offering to 
pledge all the royal palaces or the en- 
tire country, If necessary. 


The antagonism between union la- 
bor and the farmers was accentuated 
last week when representatives of the 
National grange, the American Farm 
Bureau federation, the Cotton States 
board, and the Association of State 
Farmers’ union presidents met In 
Washington and drew up a memorial 
to congress denying thnt any group 
of organized workers possesses nn in- 
herent right to strike. Alluding 
especially to strikes of transportation 
workers, the memorial says: 

“Those who believe thnt /labor has 
an Inherent right to organize a strike 
believe thnt smlli organizations have u 
right to starve the people of the cities 
to death, on the one hand, nnd to de- 
stroy the property of the farmers on 
the other. 

“No such right had ever existed nnd 
no such right exists now. 

“No set of men has ever hnd the 
moral or legal right to destroy prop- 
erty or cause suffering by conspiring 
together. , 

“Whnt would he the verdict of the 
people if the farmers of the United 
States should suddenly decide to go 
on a strike and refuse to supply the 
wants and needs of those who are not 
In a position to produce food und cloth- 
ing for themselves? They would he 
condemned from one end of the coun- 
try to the other nnd the fact would he 
pointed out that they, as the owners 
ami tillers of the land, had no right, 
either moral or legal, to bring about 
such a calamity. 

“If the farmers have no such rights, 
those who handle their products have 
no such rights.”

The Democratic members of con- 
gress, disregarding the wishes of 
1’resldent Wilson, formally decided In 
caucus to oppose any legislation for 
universal military training. Mr. Wil- 
son's letter to the caucus not only 
urged thut the matter he not mude a 
party Issue, at least until the national 
convention passed on It. hut also made 
It clear that he heartily favored a proj- 
ect for moderate military training. 
The resolution against the training 
legislation was supported, of course, 
by such men us Kitchln of North Caro- 
lina and was passed by a vote of 100 
to 17.

One bad egg In I be waste can will 
do no liurin, but one In a can of froz- 
en eggs will do a lot. To keep tlm 
bad eggs out of the egg can, the bu- 
reau of chemistry of the United States 
department of agriculture has Issued 
Department Circular 74, “How to 
Mreak I'ggs for Freezing," which tells 
largely through pictures, the “do’s’* 
and “don'ts" of the business. 

Here are the "don'ts." 

1. Don’t break eggs unless they aro 
well candled. 

2. Don't use blood rings, stuck yolks, 
addled eggs, green whites, bloody eggs, 
moldy eggs, musty or sour eggs, or 
uny egg with a bad odor. 

3. Don’t give the germs a chance to 
multiply. Remove the liquid product 
from the breaking tattles nt least once 
eveiy hnlf hour. Churn the yolks und 
whole egg. Take directly to freezer. 

4. Don’t attempt to freeze eggs un* 
b*«s the freezer Is h»low 1?i degrees F. 

5. Don't use utensils tbut have not 
been steamed for ut least 20 minutes. 
Kill the germs that spoil the product. 

0. Don’t court trouble or give the 
business a black eye by trying to sell 
a doubtful product.

It wJU soon pay for itself in les- 
sening the waste and Improving the 
food huked. accordlug to home eco- 
nomic specialists. It t^ill help you to 
know how long your oveu should be 
lighted before It la ready for baking 
the muffins— knowledge that often 
will mean materials saved. 

The following temperatures are 
given by the United Slates bureau of 
standards : 

For custards, puddings, meringues, the 
recipe book usually says slow oven. It 
means approximately 260 to 3U> degrees K. 

For sponge cake, bread, gingerbread, 
plain cakea. cookies, the recipe book usu- 
ally eays medium oven. It means approx- 
imately Sou to too degrees F 

For parkerhouse rolis. popovers. biscuit, 
the recipe book usually says hot even, it 
means approximately Mi to ihu degrees F. 

For biscuit, pastry, the recipe book usu- 
ally says very hot oven. It means ep- 
| toxl mutely 4k> to stv degrees F.

Ity nml thorp Is n common query: 
"Which Is iho most Intelligent nnl- 
tnnl?" This query, writos Raymond 
L. I'lfmnrs In Bovs' Life, most fre- 
quently rolatos to tlio results In trnln- 
Ing animals to »lo surprising things 
or to do the "smart” things that 
many captive animals do. Association 
tvlih the human and the artificial con- 
ditions of captivity bring forth ninny 
surprising traits In animals, hut such 
have little to do with this story. When 
the writer Is asked which he considers 
the most Intelligent animal lie has no 
hesitation In answering, although the 
subject designated may cause much 
surprise, 

l’osptto the adoption of tlio horse 
and tho elephant to domestic use, thf 
docility and affection of the dog, thf 
marvelous feats accomplished by 
trained sea lions and other marked 
demonstrations of Intelligence among 
the larger animals, the writer is un- 
wavering in his decision, and this 
comes after years of observation and 
deduction. He picks the heaver as 
the star of animal sagacity. And the 
choice conies from an order of mam- 
mals not usually credited with a high 
degree of Intelligence. Tills Is the 
order of rodents, or gnawing animals, 
it contains an Immense number of spe- 
cies, the greater number of small sire 
and scattered over all parts of the 
world. To this order belongs the 
rats and mice, the squirrel, porcupine, 
rabbit and marmots. The prairie “dog" 
Is a member of this order and n 
fair rival of the beaver In solving 
problems of Ingenious construction. 

All the rodents are characteristic In 
having strangely developed incisor 
teeth- those Immediately at the front 
of both the upper .and lower Jaw. 
These teeth, proportionately larger 
ami longer than with other animals, 
are continually growing and their 
edges meet In n fashion to become 
much sharpened during constant use 
like n double sot of rapidly moving 
chisels. Thus the rat gnaws holes 
through wood and plaster, the squirrel 
gnaws through the shells of the hard- 
est nuts and the porcupine — much to 
the chagrin of the camper — chisels out 
a generous hole in one’s camera in 
solving the nature of the Interior.

S UMMERTIME may bring big and 
wide brtmiued hats, and already 
rumor Is making generous promises 
In tliut respect, but for early spring 
the number of small hats hardly leavea 
room for the consideration of anything 
else.

$50 Bonds Proposed 

For All Service Men 


A bonus for ex-service men and 
compulsory military training were an- 
nounced as the principal alms of the 
legislative committee of the Ameri- 
can Legion, members of which were 
in Washington this week for a series 
of conferences with congressmen. 
Franklin D’Olier, national commander 
of the legion, was present to direct 
the activities of the committee. 

The bonus issue, which was side- 
tracked after considerable agitation 
j at the first annual convention of the 
legion ill Minneapolis, through a vote 
to leave the question to Congress, 
last week was revived at national 
headquarters iu Indianapolis. It was 
claimed that on account of the dila- 
toriness of Congress the legion was 
determined to press the matter by 
asking for a specific settlement by 
the government of a $50 bonus for 
each month of service performed dur- 
ing the war. Such a bonus, it was 
estimated, would cost the govern/ 

: ment approximately $1,900,000,000. 

The legion already has gone on rec- 
ord us favoriug compulsory military 
training. 

On Monday, Congressman Allen T. 
Treadway of Massachusetts introduced 
a bill to authorize the issuance of 
$2,000,000,000 In government bonds, 
the Interest on which would be used 
as a public fund to aid veterans of the 
world war. 

The bonds remain in the treasury 
under the terms of the Treadway bill, 
hut the Interest Is paid Into a trust 
fund to be distributed to the several 
states according to the number of 
veterans credited to the states by the 
official army and navy records The 
veteran aid funds thus created in the 
States would be paid out to war vet- 
erans or their dependents under the 
supervision of state boards 
j Abolition of some of (be present 


holidays so that Nov. 11 can be ob- 
served as a day commemorating the 
ending of the great war was suggested 
to the committee on Legal Affairs of 
the Massachusetts legislature on Tues- 
day, by Representative Hartshorn of 
Gardner, providing that Armistice 
Day he designated as a legal holiday. 

Should the foregoing proposition be i 
deemed advlsuble, said Mr. Hartshorn, j 
It might be possible to merge Armis 1 
the Day and Thanksgiving. In any] 
event, he believed t hut some action 
should he taken whereby a day would 
Le set aside as a permanent memorial 
for the work done by those who saw 
service during the World's War. 

Monday at a meeting the execu- 
tive oommittop of the Massachusetts 
Branch of the American Legion in- 
dorsed a bill filed by Bres. McKnight 
of the Senate, to provide State assist- 
ance to veterans in securing homes. 

The hill, which will be given a hear- 
ing this week before the Legislative 
Committee on Reconstruction, pro- 
vides that a commission to be known 
as the Soldiers' and Sailors’ Home- 
tied Commission be appointed by the 
Governor to enable veteran applicants 
to acquire Homes purchased or built 
by the Commonwealth for them. 

It further provides that the cost of 
the home will not exceed $5000; that 
the expenditure will be refunded to 
the State ln not less than 20 years 
(torn the date of occupancy, with in- 
terest. the rate of which la to be fixed 
bv the Governor, and that the initial 
payment on taking possession will 
not exceed a 1 -240th part of the total 
cost price. 

The executive committee states that 
it is going to recommend changes ln 
the terms of the bill so as to give the 
veteran a little better home and a 
greater amount of latitude In the mat- 
ter of payments.

Millions of acres of land 
thnt once yielded food In response to 
the to»ich of the plow hnve for the 
past four years been tilled by high «x- 
ploslvei. i 

Belgl-jm wns literally looted, pil- 
laged ind rnvlshed. Almost the en- 
tire stvte was violated. Nearly nt«- 
elghth of Frnnoe, -her Industrial sdh- 
tlon, wks crashed. Buildings were de 
strayed, factories dismantled. Slxtj 
thousand square miles In Poland were 
laid waste. Itnly suffered terribly. 
The ground Is filled with high explo- 
sives. undischarged mines nnd shells. 
Every dny since the work of recovery 
nnd restoration began men working 
In this eone have been blown to pieces. 
Billions of feet of barbed wire and 
millions of tons of inetnl mnke a dnn- 
gerous wilderness out of what wns 
once a highly productive area. 

Cities and villages are Jungles of 
twisted, broken, torn wood, Iron, brick 
nnd stone. I hnve walked through 
these villages nnd hnve stood stunned 
by the completeness of the destruc- 
tion. The streets are uneven nnd 
lumpy with brick nnd stone nnd plas- 
ter nnd glass, aisles of wreeknge. Roof- 
less houses with walls gutted and torn, 
heaps and plies of broken building ma- 
terial ; Jnggad. ragged pinnacles, masses 
of debris meet the eye. Had I not known 
of the wnr and come upon one of these 
unsightly, shapeless mnsses of materi- 
al, I should hnve thought nature had 
entered Into a mad conspiracy, com- 
bining nnr 1 icentrating ull of the 
iw- -clone, a tornado rnd 

ind spilled their fury 
, dead villages. 

to Wring the Heart. 

Picture the refugees returning to 
those villages — coming hack •home. 
What the sight must have meunt to 
them. I have seen them, their faces 
gray as the gray ruins, standing In the 
midst of tlielr destroyed homes. I 
have seen them picking their way over 
piles of stone and brick through great 
openings made In the broken walls. I 
saw In their eyes homesickness, u hurt 
of heart I never shall forget. Old men 
nnd old women and little bare-legged 
children; now and ugaln a boy wltn 
a worn, soiled uniform, some limping 
on crutches, others wearing an empty 
slueve. One thought surged through 
my mind until It almost sickened me 
•—War. The lund of the wnr none 
must be reclaimed. These acres are 
needed now more tlinn they were be- 
fore the war. The world’s food sup- 
ply Is low. Hundreds of miles of 
trenches must he filled up. Trees 
must he planted, the ground must be 
cleaned of shells, cleared of hnrhed 
wire; villages, cities, must be rebuilt; 
sewer systems must he installed. The 
mess must he moved. It Is u big Job. 

One great misfortune Is that al- 
though 12 months have come nnd gone 
since the signing of the armistice, no 
general comprehensive plan of recon- 
struction has been started, nere and 
there small sections of the devastated 
regions are belug partly reconstructed. 
Tem|«.>rary provision Is being njude 
for the homeless. This is all well and 
good, but Intelligent, economical, effi- 
cient and speedy reconstruction de- 
mands a general plan and an organisa- 
tion big enough to put It over. The 
doing of tills work requires vision and 
capacity for doing big things well. If 
the physical reconstruction is left to 
Europe It will not be finished in SO 
years. Here is a chance for America. 
We have a faculty of doing things on 
* big scale and in a short period of 
Hme. Europe bleeds our help. If we 
ire to give It eventually, why not now? 

But the clearing up of Ihe wreckage 
Ind the rebuilding is a minor problem 
compared with the other greater and 
more important question of reconstruc- 
tion. the reconstruction of Industry, 
the establishment of norma) life. 

The reclamation of the devastated 
area is. after all. only a matter of 
plan, time and money, and notwith- 
standing the fact that Europe is bank- 
rupt todujgj the money must and will 
come. Th4j barbed wire will he rolled 
up the umie* and shells will be dug 
from the welds, the villages will be re- 
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tion of life. The war-devnstnted and- 
disordered the life of me world. It 
threw everything Into confusion; It 
left the scheme out of balance. 

Only Road to Prosperity. 

We live hy work. Prosperity means 
production. Poverty Is underproduc- 
tion. Stripping economics of nil Its 
high-sounding Jrtrgon, the simple truth 
flint everyone knows Is that the world 
hns only the things It works to pro- 
duce. 

It may not ho amiss to state a few 
facts known hy everyone which ex- 
plnln the meaning of production; We 
live on the earth. It Is land nnd wa- 
ter. In Ihe ground are minerals. The 
lnnd grows crops. We need Ihe min- 
erals thnt are In the ground. We need 
the craps, hut minerals In the ground, 
ns well ns the fertile soil, mwn noth- 
ing until mnn hy Ills work brings the 
mineral from the ground and makes 
the soil yield. We must hnve food, we 
must have clothing, we must hnve shel- 
ter, nnd the only way we can get these 
things Is by working. If little work is 
done we hnve a shortage. There Isn’t 
enough food to go around, there aren’t 
enough clothes, enough coni, nnd ns a 
result the prices of all these neces- 
saries go ’way up But this Is not so 
Importnnt as the fact thnt when there 
Is not enough to feed the world some 
go hungry, others must stnrve. When 
there Isn’t enough coal, some are cold, 
others freeze. When there aren’t 
enough clothes for everyone, some 
must be ragged nnd half-naked. Ev- 
erything hy which we live Is the re- 
sult of work. Stop work, nnd poverty 
follows. Work, nnd plenty results. 
Work Is responsible for everything thnt 
goes to make life worth living. 

To understand Europe's condition 
today, one must stop and realize that 
the wnr stopped production. The re- 
sult Is a shortage of everything. There 
Isn’t enough food, there Isn’t enough 
raw material, there Isn't enough coal. 
The whole story Is told In the word 
Poverty. 

Only Cure Is In Work. 

J There Is n cure; the prescription ran 
be written In a single word. Every- , 
ine knows thnt word, hut knowing the 
word nnd adopting the word ore differ- 
ent matters. Before we can get hack 
to normni life this word must find 
rftot In the consciousness of the peo- 
ple. We must reullze thnt the world 
wl'l continue sick nnd grow sicker un- 
less this prescription Is taken. Fur- 
ther, we must know that If we delay 
tnk'ng tills remedy It will be n longer 
time before we get well. Tlie pre- 
scrlji’tlon Is work. Every effort should 
be made to make every mnn will to 
work. Every employer must not con- 
tribute to unrest nnd provoke Idle- 
ness by refusing to negotiate with his 
men, nnd Into this negotiation he 
shonWl go with a friendly spirit nnd a 
willingness to compromise. The em- 
ployer who meets labor with the 
thought In his mind thnt he Is better 
equlpv-cd to fight than labor, because 
ho has n surplus and enn eht nnd be 
warm, while labor bus been living from 
hand to mouth a id will starve, is 
shortsighted. He had better get the 
Idea out <>f his hend that you can 
stnrve men Into submission. There 
was a day when thnt was true, but 
thnt day has pnssed, never to come. 
The mnn who depends upon ills abil- 
ity to turn a key In the factory door 
and go off on a vacation. Imposing 
his will on bis workmen, will discover 
thnt these fiien stopped a certain 
“gent," late of Pottsdum now of Hol- 
land, from doing tills very thing to the 
world. He may wuke up some morn- 
ing to learn a new definition of the 
word ’ fight.” 

One thing # tliat people do not reullze 
Is thnt the men who fought the world's 
fight for freedom are the men who are 
now romplninlng that they are not 
getting a square deni. Who made up 
the fighting men of the wur, the rank 
and file of the armies thnt stopped the 
Prusslun Push? Who were the great 
majority of the volunteers and the 
conscripted men numbering millions 
who went to tlie front for the allies? 
The teamsters, the shophands, the mill- 
workers, the factory hands, the coal 
miners. These ure the same men 
who are the center of tlie lubor prob- 
lem. 

Mr. Employer, you are dealing with 
ex-soldiers. Plense don’t forget it. 
They fought for you. You wouldn't 
have any business today If It hadn’t 
l>ecn for them, and when you think of 
the bond you bought, remember the 
blood they gave.

smaller proportion of eggs than ever 
before are broken In transit. This re- 
sult was brought about hy the co-opera- 
tive efforts of the United Stntes de- 
partment of agriculture nnd the United 
States railroad administration. Em- 
ployees of the railroad administration 
were detailed to the bureau of chem- 
istry, where they received Instruction 
In proper methods of loading and 
stowing eggs In freight cars. Wher- 
ever curs were received at terminals 
In n badly damaged condition, these 
employees of the railroad administra- 
tion puld personal visits to the ship- 
pers for the purpose of Instra'dlng 
them how properly to load enrs to 
nvold damage* In future shipments. 
The result, according to the report of 
the chief .of the bureau of chemistry, 
Is a material diminution in the break- 
age of eggs during transportation.

Freight rates have played a very small part 
in the rising cost of living. 

Other causes — the waste of war, under-pro- 
duction, credit inflation — have added dollars 
to the cost of the necessities of life, while 
freight charges have added only cents. 

The average charge for hauling a ton 
of freight a mile is less than a cent. 

A suit of clothing that sold for $30 
before the war was carried 2,265 
miles by rail from Chicago to Ix» 
Angeles for 16& cents. 

Now the freight charge is 22 cents 
and the suit sells for $50. 

Th« cost of tb* suit has i ncr ssssd 30 dollara. 

Tha freight oo it has incrssssd only 91 canfs. 

Other transportation charges sntsr into ths 
cost of ths finished article — carrying the wool 
to the mills and the cloth to the tailors — but 
these other chargee amount to but a few cents 
mors. 

{ The $10 pair of shoes that used to 

sell for $5 goes from the New Eng- 
land factory to the Florida dealer for 
a freight charge of 5% cents — only 
one cent more than the pre-war rate. 

Beef pays only two- thirds of a cent 
a pound freight from Chicago to 
New York. 

American freight rates are the low- 
est in the world.

HID WEALTH IH WINTER 


Canadian Farmers Turn Winter 
Months to Good Account. 

Largo crops and good price* for the 
wheat, oats, bnrley and flax from Ca- 
nadian farms hnve made the winter 
resorts In California at times resemble 
a meeting of a Canadian farmers' In- 
stitute, but the practice among suc- 
cessful farmers of spending their win- 
ters holidaying seems to he on the 
wane. After nil. nothing can be more 
tiresome than having nothing to do, 
and the farmers of Western Canada 
are now finding winter employment 
right on their fnrms which rivals the 
attractions of the sunny South. 

Live stock is the explanation, ac- 
cording to a six-foot Westerner who 
dropped Into the Canadian Government 
Information Bureau at 811 Jackson 
street. St. Paul. He was on his way 
back to Western Canada with a car- 
load of selected breeding stock whloh 
had carried off blue ribbons at several 
state fairs In 1010. "We hnve found," 
said he. "that there Is Just as much 
pleasure and a grent deni more profit 
In developing a herd of prise stock ns 
In listening to the mur.nur of the sad 
sea waves. Where we used to grow 
grain exclusively now we nre raising 
stock as well. The fact that steers 
raised In Western Canada took the 
grand championship at the Interna- 
tional Live Stock Show at Chicago two 
years In succession shows how well we 
are getting along. And Instead of de- 
pleting onr hank rolls we add a tidy 
sum to them." 

“But don’t you find the life monoto- 
nous?” 

“Not In the least. You see, we hnve 
a rural club which meets In our 
school house, where we thrash out all 
kinds of problems. Here we exchnngc 
Ideas and nlso hnve occasional talks 
from government experts, and the man 
who goes abroad for the winter only 
realizes how much he has missed when 
at a summer picnic he henrs nn ad- 
dress by n neighbor that would do 
credit to a college graduate.

Agatn Wednesday morning, Wey- 
mouth had a heavy snowfall, which 
tied up the street car service and pre- 
vented many people from getting to 
their work, especially those who go 
out of town. 

The South Shore trains both to and 
from Boston ran nearly on schedule 
time at Weymouth stations doing bet- 
ter than on the main line. 

The cars on the East Weymouth — 
Braintree route early became stalled, 
preventing connections at the Brain- 
tree depot. Cars on the East Wey- 
mouth and Quincy route were also 
stalled at King Oak hill and other 
points, andi service was abandoned 
for the day. 

Previous to Wednesday's storm the 
Braintree and Rockland route had 
been opened from Lincoln Square 
nearly to Nash’s Corner, but It was 
again tied up. Now it is said that the 
street railway company do not intend 
to open up this route south of the 
Stetson Shoe factory, and nothing is 
being done to open up the Pleasant 
street or Hingham lines.

(Prepared by the United Stotes Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

The explorer, whoever he was, who 
Introduced the potato to the civilized 
! world, deserves even at this late date 
' a rising vote of thanks from all those 
i who are trying to serve throe squnre 
meals a day to their families nnd not 
go bankrupt. Potatoes nre high, In 
comparison with other days, but not 
ns high ns mont. The potato Is not 
n substitute for meat because stnrch 
nnd not protein Is Its main substance, 
yet It Is a food which possesses much 
nourishment nml Is palatable, whole- 
some, nnd "filling.” Where economy 
qr health mnkes It necessary to re- 
duce the amount of meat eaten, pota- 
toes cun well he used to form the 
base of the main dish served at n 
meal.

A geologist, writing to tho Scientific 
Amerlcnn, describes by means of n 
gruphle chart the comparative lengths 
of tho different periods of the nge of 
the earth. .He places the nge of the 
enrth arbitrarily nt 72,000,000 years, 
represented by a clock dial of 24 hours 
— 3,000,000 years to ench hour. 

On the nbove bnsls the first six hours 
of the clock represents Azoic time, the 
earliest conjectural period of the 
earth’s formation — 18,000,000 yenrs; 
the next six hours Eozolc nnd the next 
eight Pnlezolc time— 18,000,000 and 24,- 
000, 000 years, respectively — periods of 
mineral and vegetable formations. In 
the next three hours nnltnal life de- 
veloped — Mesozoic time, 0,000,000 years 
— that Is, front the twentieth to the 
twenty-third hour. - Thus the Inst hour 
of the 24 — 3,000,000 years of geologic 
time — represents Neozoic time, which 
Includes the nppenrnnee of hutnun life 
In the Quaternary period. 

This lust division of the 24 hours, 
the Quaternary period. Is shown ns 
only 10 minutes — In other words, 500,- 
000 yenrs. The existence of human life 
on the enrth. therefore, honrs the same 
relation to the nge of the enrth ns 10 
•'minutes does to 24 hours. But since 
the period of written history Is esti- 
mated roughly nt only 6,000 years, this 
Inst division Is not shown on the chart, 
since it would only be 12 seconds in 
durntlon.

diamonds at $300 a carat, it would have a value of $13,906,642,200. It 
would contain 710 1-3 gallons worth $5,539,023 a gallon; or 76 1-3 bushels 
valued at $31,d70,729 a bushel. All the world’s diamonds could bo packed 
in an ordinary clothes closet or a kitchen pantry. 

This estimate is based on an approximation of the total output of 
rough diamonds in the world’s entire history. India, it is estimated, has 
produced, all told, 60,000,000 carats; Brazil, 15,000,000; South Africa, 
170,574,000; Borneo, 1,000,000; British Guiana, 50 , 000 ; Australia, 150,- 
000; China, 2,000; Siberia, 500; United States, 500. This is a total rough 
output of 236,777,374 carats, or 55 3-5 tons avoirdupois. 

Only about fifty per cent of rough diamonds arc cut into gems nnd 
lose about sixty per cent of their weight in being cut and polished. Dia- 
monds are practically indestructible nnd the first, diamond ever mined may 
possibly still be in existence. But the estimate allows for the loss of at 
least 1,000,000 enrats by Hood, fire, shipwreck and other disasters. These 
reductions nnd losses leave the total of cut and polished diamonds nt,4G,- 
355,474 enrats. 

Tho estimate of $300 a carat is the minimum price at which diamonds 
can be bought today. The popular demand for diamonds was never so 
great nnd they have become the gem of the working people ns well ns the 
wealthy classes. They are worth three times as much now as before the 
war and sell at from $300 to $1,000 a carat.

Turkish empire. Consequently he may 
have something to say about the agree- 
ments reached by the supreme council 
last week that the sultan shall he per- 
mitted to retain Constantinople nnd to 
reside there, provided the massacres 
of Armenians are discontinued; anti 
that the Dardanelles nnd the Bosphor- 
us shall he Internationalized. It Is 
not known, however, that he opposes 
these arrangements. It Is said that In 
tho future all sessions of the supreme 
council will be attended by an Ameri- 
can representative, who will keep 
Washington Informed of developments. 


Somewhat disheartened by, the Inter- 
national complications, the treaty com- 
promisers In Washington attempted 
little last week nnd made less prog- 
ress. But congress entered on another 
struggle that promised to he lively. 
This was brought on by the submis- 
sion to both houses of the conference 
report of tho railway reorganization 
hill. It came up In the house Satur- 
day nnd a long nnd heated debate en- 
sued. The measure was scheduled for 
consideration In the senate on Tuesday 
If the house should not reject it. 

Opposition to the hill was led by the 
officials of tho Federation of I.nhor and 
of the railway brotherhoods. They 
wore against the whole measure In the 
first place because they favor govern- 
ment ownership nnd operation; nnd 
specifically they object to the section 
providing for compulsory Investigation 
of wage disputes nnd decisions by n la- 
bor trlhunn^. which, while not bind- 
ing. are likely to have the support of 
public opinion nnd to that extent will 
deprive strikes of public sympathy. 
They also object to the financial pro- 
visions which labor views as a valida- 
tion of water stock and guarantee of 
abnormal profits. Representatives of 
railway Investors snld they were satis- 
fied with the financial provisions. 

Something of a Jolt was adminis- 
tered to the war department by the re- 
port of rhe subcommittee of the house 
which had been Investigating airernft 
production and expenditures; hut the 
department has had so mnny such 
jolts that It probably has become cal- 
lous. The report finds thnt there was 
“woeful extravagance, totul incompe- 
tency, utter fuilure and a wild riot of 
waste.” Secretary Baker, Colonel 
Disque, who supervised spruce produc- 
tion. nnd Director R.vnn are severely 
criticized. The subcommittee strongly 
recommends the creation of n separate 
air sendee. Virtually all of the facts 
of the collapse of aircraft production 
during the war have been known to 
the public for n long time. They do 
not make pleasant reading and the 
American people would like to forget 
them, since It seems Impossible to pun- 
ish those to blame; but they make fine 
campaign ammunition. 

Disregarding the many nnd loud pro- 
tests, the United States shipping hoard 
tried to pull off its proposed auction 
sale of 30 former German passenger 
liners. Bids were received for single 
vessels and for groups, hut all of them 
were so low that they were rejected. 
Then a temporary Injunction against 
the sale was granted by Associate Jus- 
tice Bulley of the district supreme 
court in Washington, lie said the 
statutes did not show an Intention on 
the part of congress to plnce In the 
president or the shipping board the 
power to sell the ships. The board 
has asked congress for authority to 
offer the vessels for sale again. Vice 
Chairman Stevens Is the only member 
of the bourd opposed to the sale. He 
says their true valuation has never 
been worked out and that they are 
worth $75,000,000. whereas less than 
half that amount was hid. Chairman 
Payne und the other members thought 
the ships should be sold to relieve the 
government of the expense of recondi- 
tioning them and also because the fu- 
ture murket for ships is uncertain. 


President Wilson Blocks Plan of 
the Premiers to Settle the 
Adriatic Problem. 


TO PREVENT LOSS BY F IE 


The allies so far yielded to the pro- 
testations of the Germans ngnlnst the 
surrender of war criminals ns to tell 
Berlin that the nccused might be first 
tried before the Germnn supremo 
court in Lelpsic. But the allies reserve 
the right to reject the results of such 
trials if they believe there is any mls- 
earrlnge of justice nnd in such cases 
to enforce the terms of the treaty nnd 
themselves try the offenders. It Is 
stipulated, nlso, thnt the verdicts at 
previous trlnls of German war crimi- 
nals must he annulled nnd the cases 
remanded for retrial. This would re- 
open the Fryntt case, in which the 
verdict was that the murder of the 
British merchant ship captain wns not 
a violation of International law. The 
conservatives In Germany declnre this 
offer of the entente Is quite unaccept- 
able. It Is Inconceivable to the Ger- 
mans thnt they could put on trial 
their national heroes. 

The government of the Netherlands 
wns put In n rather uncomfortable po- 
sition by the reiteration of the demand 
for the extradition of the former 
kaiser, nnd though It prepnred n reply 
repenting Its refusal, there wns much 
discussion of plnns for the Internment 
of the fugitive in some Dutch posses- 
sion far from Europe. The plnce most 
favored seemed to be Curacao, nn is- 
lnnd In the Caribbean sea north of 
Venezuela. If Wilhelm Intends to do 
any plotting In his retirement he 
would find n congenial atmosphere In 
Curacao, for It has long been the ref- 
uge of would-be revolutionists from 
the Lntln-Amerlcnn republics. It may 
be, however, that Holland will merely 
Intern the ex-kalser In his new house 
at Doom, keeping him under strict 
military guard.

Premiers Lloyd George, 
Mlllernnd and Nlttl thought they had 
arranged a neat settlement of the 
Adriatic trouble nnd had called on 
Jugo-Slavln to accept It. with the al- 
ternative of having the principles of 
the pnet of London applied. But they 
were reckoning without President Wil- 
son, probably because he seemed, to 
hnve withdrawn himself to a great ex- 
tent from the discussions over the sub- 
ject. As soon as he learned whnt the 
"Big Three” had done, Mr. Wilson 
projected himself Into the nffalr with 
a note thnt tipped over their apple 
cart nnd brought them to a realization 
that he was still to he considered. He 
declared that he cnuld not consent to 
the solution reached by the premiers 
and called attention to the discrepan- 
cies between It and the settlement of 
the problem agreed upon In December 
at tho London conference. In which the 
United Stntes wns represented. Then 
he added a postscript that was the 
real stinger. Despite denials In Wash- 
ington. It Is quite certain thnt In this 
postscript Mr. Wilson told the pre- 
miers that unless they receded from 
their position lie would take Into seri- 
ous consideration the withdrawal of 
the United States from the treaty of 
Versailles and from the treaty be- 
tween the United States and France, 

Of course a considerable portion of 
the press In the allied countries was 
enrnged by tills note nnd roundly 
abused Mr. Wilson, hut the statesmen 
and others well Informed recognized 
the soundness of Ills position nnd the 
fact that the withdrawal of America 
from further concern In the pence set- 
tlement would he disastrous. The al- 
lied council sent u reply to Washing- 
ton which, while It urged the difficulty 
of Inducing the rival. Interests to con- 
sent to the December solution, was ex- 
ceedingly conciliatory In tone and 
asked the president to Indicate what 
practical steps can be taken to carry 
out the earlier agreement, under which 
Fiume was to he created Into u free 
state under the League of Nations and 
the principle of self-determination was 
to he applied to the Dalmatian coust. 
The situation Is extremely delicate und 
there are not a few who predict thut 
the outcome will he auotlier war. with 
Italy and Jugo-Slavla as the contend- 
ers. From the beginning Mr. Wilson 
has insisted that Jugoslavia should 
cot he shut off from the sea by Italian 
territory, and In this country, at least, 
this contention is generally supported. 
There is no unfriendliness toward 
Italy, hut a feeling that she has al- 
ready enough seaports; and the sym- 
pathy with the new republic of the 
Serbs. Croats and Slovenes is marked. 

The American government wished to 
make public the notes exchanged in 
this affair, and took steps to obtain the 
consent of Great Britain, France and 
Italy. This is lu accord with the prin- 
ciple of "open covenants openly ar- 
rived at“ which Mr. Wilson vainly 
tried to make effective when be went 
to Paris the first time.

Courcelle put on a gas mask and en- 
tered the building, but he was parti- 
ally overcome by smoke and had to 
crawl out on his hand and knees. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels In- 
tends to establish a Summer training 
school at Newport, R. I., # thls Summer, 
according to Information received by 
Governor Beeckman, Secretary Dan- 
els states he will request appropria- 
tions not only to continue the New- 
port station, but to utilize It for the 
training of young men desiring to 
enter the navy or the naval reserves. 

Landlords in Massachusetts would

What is in effect a strike vote was 
taken among the thousands of mill 
hands in Lawrence, Mass., who are 
members of the Amalgamated Textile 
Workers of America. The move is 
believed to portend a nation-wide 
strike of textile operatives by April 1 
at the latest. The ballot circulated 
among the local workers did not men- 
tion strike. It seeks to find out how 
many workers want the forty-four- 
hour week and a 50 per cent. Increase 
in pay. 

Abolition of some of the present 
holidays, 60 that Nov. 11 in Massa- 
chusetts can he observed as a day 
commemorating the ending of the 
great war was suggested to the com- 
mittee on legal affairs by Representa- 
tive Hartshorn of Gardner in support 
of his hill providing that Armistice 
day be designated as a legal holiday. 
Mr. Hartshorn believed It might be 
possible to merge armistice day and 
Thanksgiving. Edmund W. Longley, 
vice-president of the New England 
Telephone & Telef^aph Company in 
opposition, said the institution of an- 
other holiday would cost the people 
$5,000,000 in loss of wages.

SLOW DOWN AROUND CORNERS 


Enforcement of Rule Not Only Pro- 
tects Pedestrians, but Saves Wear 
and Tear on Cara. 


The traffic rule requiring cars to 
turu corners at four miles an hour Is 
not merely to protect pedestrians, but 
is for your beuefit as well.

They hare leas than a third of the 
rolling stork necessary to meet norma! 
requirements. The demand for trans 
portatlon facilities will necessarily In- 
crease during the period of reconstruc- 
tion. I hare seen locomotives sneer 
In*, coughing, expiring every few 
miles. Old, broken-down engines, the 
kind one expects to find In a museum. 
1 wns on a de luxe train, a diplomatic 
express. I commented upon the con- 
dition of the locomotive, which came 
to a full stop every once In a while. I 
commented upon the condition of the 
conches. The chief of the train looked 
at me, smiled and said: "If you 
think this one Is hnd you ought to see 
some of the others.” 

The wnr disarranged plants Rnd fac- 
tories. The demand wns for muni- 
tions. Fence gave way to war and 
plant equipment efliclent for pence 
production gnve wny to plant construc- 
tion necessary to manufacture the 
wenpons of wnr. Plants were com- 
mandeered. Machinery wns torn out, 
new machinery put In. A complete re- 
construction and reorganization wns 
effected. Now that the wnr Is over nnd 
the demand for everything la great. It 
is necessary to change these plants 
hack and fit them for the production 
needed. It Is expensive, It takes time, 
It retards production. 

It Is strange that, while everyone 
can see and understand the difficulties 
and delays Incident ta reorganizing 
and rearranging machinery and plants, 
many people cannnt see ar understand 
the problem of rearranging men's 
lives, who for four years have keen 
living abnormally. The effect of the 
war upon plants and equipment la can- 
ceded by the very man who refused to 
see any effect of the wnr on the iaen 
who were In It. 

Women in Labsr World. 

During the war women answered the 
roll call. They left their homes and 
went to work. There is hardly a kind 
of work that I can think of that I have 
not seen women doing in Europe. I 
hare seen them loading bonts, shovel- 
ing coni, washing windows, driving 
wagons, denning streets, conductors on 
trains. Many of the women who went 
Into the industries were young women. 
Now thnt the war Is over nnd the men 
have come hack there la a demand on 
the part of the men that the women re- 
tire to their homes. This Is Impossi- 
ble In many cases, for these women 
have grown dependent upon their Jobs 
for their living. Then, too, there is a 
shortage of marriageable men. Some 
employers of labor have taken ad- 
vantage of this sijuatlon. They pay a 
woman less money than they pay a 
man for the snme work. This makes 
both dissatisfied. The woman has the 
sympathy of the working man. He 
doesn't want her to compete with him 
.to the extent that his wages will he 
lowered, neither does he want the boss 
to discriminate against her. 

Women have come into the world of 
work to stay. If there Is nny meaning 
in the phrase "class tonscious," they 
are living examples of it. They are 
more outspoken about their demands 
than men. They sense a wrong long 
before a man enn see It. They have 
brought their intuition into the lalior 
world. They are more radical than 
men, and they stimulate men to action. 
They hnve brought to the labor prob- 
lem a new and interesting angle. 

The key to the future Is In the hands 
of these men and women. Production 
Is the door that must be opened. Men 
and women must work, or winter and 
want will make u No Man’s Ijand of 
Europe before the sun of 101*0 thaws 
the frost frem the ground. 

Children crying for brend, shivering 
In the cold these bleak winter tfigh‘;s. 
are praying that men will work when 
they pray to God for good and warmth. 
Their help cries are smothered by a 
great blanket — unrest. Will men bear 
them? 

So I sought to find the causes of un- 
rest. knowing It would bring me close 
to the heart of the trouble.

Shall Chaos or Reconstruction 
in Europe Follow the Great 
World War? 


GREAT NEED IS PRODUCTION 


Men Must Be Given Inducement to 
Work and Guaranteed Fair Deal- 
ing in the Distribution of 
. the Result. 


Article VI 


By FRANK COMERFORD. 

The world lives by two kinds of 
work, the work on the soil nnd the la- 
bor spent In tanking things. In this 
wny we get the tldngs we ent ami 
wear. We have eaten up our surplus. 
The world's reserve Is gone. We are 
literally living from hand to mouth. To 
overcome the food shortage we must 
put every Inch of available ground Into 
production. Only by doing this can we 
live and gradnally get back the ear- 
plus which stood as a protection 
agnlnst crop faHnres. 

Production Is not antomntlc. It Is the 
work of man. Ther$ Is not anything 
complex about It. You can’t use 
magic. To grow things men must 
plow and gather. The will to work 
Is onr greatest need. The land Is 
available. God furnishes the sunshine 
nnd the rain. To get the plows, trac- 
tors and farm tools we must look to 
the industrial arm of life. Here again 
is the call for men. We are short of 
man power. Men were killed nnd 
crippled in the wnr. The men who 
survived the war must help do the 
work thnt would have been done by 
those who did not come bnck. In 
their present frame of mind they do 
not will to work, at lenst under the 
old conditions obtaining before the 
wnr. It Is necessary to furnish them 
with an Inducement to work. There 
wns little Inducement for men to work 
before the war. The discontented are 
not kicking at work. Their objection 
goeB to the unfairness shown in dis- 
tributing the result. It Isn’t nny so- 
rret. They are shouting it from the 
housetops of Europe, they demand a 
Inrgrr share of the things they pro- 
duce, or they refuse to work! There Is 
n good deni of human nature In It, too. 
It is only human nnture to think of 
self. There isn't anything unnatural 
In the worklngmun looking for reward. 
Willingness to work is largely based 
on tho thought of working for oneself. 

Flvg tilings are necessary to start 
and keep production going. In other 
words, to get the clothes, shoes, 
stockings, coal ami comforts of life, to 
give the farmer the tools he needs for 
agricultural production, so thnt we may 
eut; to provide the transportation 
neeessnr.v to collection and distribu- 
tion, to bring the city to the country 
nnd the country to the market we must 
do five. essential things. 

Production's First Need. 

First, we must have plants, and I 
use the word In the most general 
sense. Those plants must lie equipped 
with machinery nnd -tools, they must 
be ready for work. 

Second, a plant is useless and 
stands idle unless we provide raw ma- 
terial, the tiling furnished by nnture 
that man nnd machine work into the 
finished product 

Third, we must hnve coal. Coal runs 
the niuclilne and keeps warm the home 
of the man who runs the tnwchine. The 
helplessness of the world without coul 
Is'brought home to me while I am writ- 
ing these articles. The miners have 
left the pit. The government, through 
the courts, has tried to force them 
hack. The effort Is a failure. The 
streets Hre dark at night. The houses 
ure cold. Business is crying out 
against necessary restrictions imposed 
because of tlie coal shortage. I rcujlze 
as I never have before how dependent 
we are on the men who pick and dig 
the coal. All of the Intelligence and 
culture, the courts, the gold, ure but 
symbols of power. When the coal 
miners folded their hands uud set their 
teeth things stopped. 

Fourth, transportation Is necessary 
to the gathering, collecting and deliv- 
ering of raw muteriul and the distribu- 
tion of the finished product. 

Fifth, uml la»t. but first In Impor- 
tance, is man power. The purpose of 
production Is in a. lie Is master of it 
at every stage in every department. 
Without him production Is Impossible. 
The business men who proceed on the 
theory that men could not live without 
their business. Us pay roll, forget the 
first and gi eater truth that there would 
be uo business without the workers. 
Mau cuts, digs, gathers and hauls the 
raw material. He hews the wood, 
builds the plant. He mines the ore, he 
makes the tools, the machinery. lie 
oils It. sets it In motion. He runs it.

POOR HATCHES IN INCUBATOR 

Carelessness in Manipulation of Ma- 
chine Is Sure to Bring Dis- 
astrous Results. 

Many onuses for poor hatches of 
rhlcks In Incubators can he traced to 
the operators not educating themselves 
on wlint Is necessary In the way of 
fertile eggs, saving eggs for Incuba- 
tion nml taking care of them. Eggs 
for Incubation should he kept In ft 
well ventilated room with medium tem- 
perature. All eggs should he turned 
nt least onee every 24 hours, nnd no 
eggs should he over ten days or two 
weeks old nt the outside. 

One should he careful to strictly fol- 
low the directions noconipnnyltig the 
Incubator. The directions for one 
make of tnnehlne do not always do 
for that of another make, for tho 
ventilation, regulation, etc., may ho 
different. 

The principal reason why young 
chicks die In the shell about tho 
eighteenth day Is a poorly ventilated 
fumn. 

Other onuses thnn poorly ventilated 
rooms are poorly ventilated Incubators, 
and eggs nre not properly fertilized. 
An egg poorly fertilized will start to 
grow and die for lack of vitality. 
Opening up tho Incubator during the 
hitter pnrt of the hutch, or about 
the time the chicks bsgiti to pip, lets 
out tho moisture and dries the chicken 
up In the shell, or, In other words, 
stops the pores of the shell, nnd onuses 
a great many to die. Under no con- 
dition should the Incubator he opened 
after the eighteenth day until the 
chicks are entirely hatched. 

As a rule, beginners with Incubators 
do not rend the book of directions 
properly. Many n person who has 
seen an Incubator, nnd probably run a 
hatch of some other make thinks he 
knows ull about It, does not rend 
the directions and makes a fiat fail- 
ure every time. Sometimes no consid- 
eration Is given to the ventilation of 
the room In which the machine Is 
plucetL Possibly there tuny he de- 
cayed vegetables therein, or the ulr 
Is stale. 

There nre few failures nowadays by 
poorly regulated Incubators, except 
In the Cheaper line of machines where 
the temperature will ehtmgo 10. 12

Now, the thumb screw and regulatot 
Is a very tender affair, and one turn 
of the thumb screw will cause a change 
In the atmosphere Inside the Incuha- ' 
tor of three to four degrees. It should 
be turned slightly, about one-fourth of 
the way round, ao the temperature 
stands just at 103. 

A great mistake Is made tiy paying 
too much attention to an incubator. 

I never see to my machine more than 
twice a day, once In the morning and 
once In the evening. I see that the 
regulator Is set properly and every- 
thing running nicely before putting 
!u the eggs, and then place the eggs 
in It and do not touch tbe regulator. 
At first It will lower the teinperuture 
a little wheu the eggs are put to, 
but If the regulator Is properly set, 
the temperature will rise to the prop- 
er degree. 

TREAT POULTRY FOR VERMIN 

Bath of Road Dust, Tobacco and SuL 
phur la Excellent — Dipping la 
Also Favored. 

One of the best methods to keep 
poultry free from lice le to provide 
a “dust bath.” This may be made of a 
box large euougb to accommodate sev- 
eral fowls at a time and partly filled 
with road dust, tobacco dust and sul- 
phur, according to the following pro- 
portion : Road dust, six parts ; tobac- 
co. one part; »ulphur, two baudfuls

There is an article in the Weymouth 
town warrant for the coming March 
meeting which calls for $260,000 to 
erect a soldiers' memorial building, 
which shall also he the stinting point 
of a civic center for the town. While 
some of the prominent residents think 
the figures are extremely high, they 
also think that as payment will extend 
over a period of at least ten years the 
town will directly and indirectly be 
receiving a benefit from the building, 
which will be an addition to the town 
fiom every point of view. 

The* fact that the Edison Company 
have bought about 25 acres of land at 
the place formerly called New Down- 
er’s Landing (and previous to that, 
I<ovell’s Grove), and will begin this 
Spring to erect at least a $3,000,000 
plant which will call for more dwell- 
ings in Weymouth, and thus make it 
not only advisable, but imperative, to 
start a Civic center as the town Is one 
of the largest in the state, and grow- 
ing all the time. This plant will in 
no way conflinct with the present 
splendid electric light plant it is stat-
